Platform Was Reported Again and 
Adopted—McMillin Renominated 
for Governor ani the Con- 
vention Adjourned 
Sine Die. 


Nashville, Tenn., May 10.—(Special.)— 
The state democratic convention held two 
sessions today and when it took a re- 
cess until 8:30 p. m. had disposed of the 
larger part of the business before it. 

While the attendance and the interest 
was unusually large there was a practical 
lack of contests and the proceedings were 
harmonious to the point of tameness. The 
recommendation of the state committee 
that Congressman Rice Pierce be tem- 
porary chairman was satisfactory to the 
Carmack men and no contest was made. 5 

The suggestion by the committee on 
permanent organization of Congressman 
J. W. Gaines for permanent chairman 
was unanimously adopted. 

Every speech made in the convention 
was anti-imperialistic, favoring a reaf- 
firmation of the Chicago platform and the 
renomination of W. J. Bryan and denun- 
cilatory of the Porto Rico tariff and 
trusts. : 

Dewey Visits the Governor. 

While the convention was in session this 
morning Admiral Dewey made a formal 
call on Governor McMillin, but declined to 
go into the convention hall because, he 
said. his visit south was purely social 
and he desired to avoid anything that 
would give it a political look. 

The selection of Rice A. Pierce as tem- 
porary chairman was by acclamation, and 


‘tm his speech he eulogized Governor Mc- 


Millin's administration and predicted his 
re-election by 50,000 majority. 

The roll of congressional districts was 
called and committees on credentials, per- 
manent organization and resolutions were 
named. 

The New State Committee. 

The districts also selected the following 
members of the state committee: First 
district, R. E: L. Montcastle Hamblen;

The convention had a flow of oratory 
during the afternoon session; one very 
effective speech being made by E. E. 
Eslick, of Giles, who announced his with- 
drawal from the race for elector in the 
interest of harmony. He made such an 
effective speech, however, that the con- 
vention refused to permit his withdrawal 
and later nominated him. 

The committee on credentials seated 
both delegations from Fayette county 
and the regular, or Drennan delegation, 
from Cannon county. 

The committee on permanent organiza- 
tion reported Congressman J. W. Gaines 
for permanent chairman; N. G. Robert- 


son. Wilson county, secretary, and R. B. 


Willams Knox county; Cy Lyles, of 
Washington, and W. L. Morris, of Ben- 
ton, assistants. 

Mr. Gaines made no speech, but an- 
nounced that the convention was ready 
for business.

The plank in regard to the new posses- 
sions aroused a storm of protest, and was

vigorously denounced as a straddle. It 
said there was a two-fold duty resting on 
the United States involving liberty and 
self government to the islands and secur- 
ing the United States all rights and privi- 
leges and control necessary to guard 
against loss and protection from injury, 
and declaring against the imperialistic 
policy of the republican administration. 

Congressman Pierce moved to recommit, 
declaring it a straddle; that it should be 
Stricken out and a democratic plank in- 
serted, declaring Porto Rico an integral 
part of the United States and that the 
Philippines should be given liberty as soon 
as capable. 

B. Frazier wanted a platform that 
spoke in no uncertain tone. 

Congressman Carmack said that “If any 
people were unfit for our institutions, our 
institutions were not fit for them.”

The committee on resolutions was in- 
Structed to bring in a resolution of sym.- 
pathy with the south African republics 
in their struggle with Great Britain. 

The Platform Adopted. 

The committee on resolutions reported 
at 12:4 o'clock, condemning the forcible 
annexation of the Philippine islands as 
violative of the traditions of the repub- 
lic, and declaring that as soon as u sta- 
ble government could be established they 
should be given their independence. The 
republican policy of imperialism and sub- 
jugation of alien races was denounced 
as contrary to the declaration of inde- 
pendence and of our free institutions. 
Forcible annexation was declared a crime 
and the position was taken that no terri- 
tory should be added unless the peuple 
be given all the rights, duties and re- 
sponsibilities of American citizens. 

The platform as amended was tunani- 
mously adopted. 

S. G. Heiskell placed the name of Ben- 
ton McMillin betore the convention ung 
he was renominated for governur vy ac- 
clamation, and he spoke in acceptance. 

The convention having conciuded its 
business, it adjourned short’y aficr 1 
o'clock.

It is un- 
cerstood ihat they wiil, as they havo 
heretofore done, advucate the Nicaragua 
route. but they; can do iittlo eisv unies3 
it is to kill time. That is, of course, the 
renal reason for their being summoned be- 
fore the committee. Senator Hanna and 
his administration colleagues have no in- 
tention of aliowing the canal bill to coMe 
before the senute very soon, and if they 
can possibly prevent it they wiil Keep tne 
senate from eny vote which can be con- 
strued as direct upon this question. It is

BOURKE COCKRAN 
GETS AN OVATION 


Makes Great Speech at Negro 
Problem Convention. 


HE ADVOCATES THE REPEAL 


Of the Fifteenth Amendment, as It Is 
a Dead Letter, 


BRECKINRIDGE AND KING SPEAK 


On the Question, “Is Lynching for 
Rape Justifiable?’”’—Ministers 
of All Denominations Also 
Address the Conven- 
tion. 


Montgomery, Ala., May 10.—(Specital.)— 
The Montgomery conference closed its 
third day's session in a blaze of great 
success. Each day has added interest to 
the meetings and the crowds have in- 
creased until tonight the vast auditorium 
was filled to the utmost capacity to hear 
New York's great orator, Bourke Cock- 
ran. 

The morning session was devoted to the 
question of the ‘‘Negro in Relation to 
Religion,’’ and was dicussed by distin- 
guished Presbyterian, Methodist, Episco- 
pal and Catholic clergymen. They ail 
took the grounds that it was better for 
the negro that he should be taught re- 
ligious doctrine by the white people of the 
different churches, except the Rev. Father 


- 


Slattery, of St. Joseph’s seminary, of Bal- 
timore. He took the broad grounds that 
“the southern negro should be taught by 
the negro,”’ and that it was one of the 
fundamental principles of the Catholic 
church” that she must have a native 
clergy. 

Professor John Roach Straton, of Mer- 
cer university, Macon, Ga., discussed the 
relations of the races, the superiority and 
inferiority of the whites and blacks, re- 
spectively, and dwelt at length upon the 
effect of an inferior race on a superior 
race. 

Bishop Penick, of West Virginia, and 
a long time missionary of the Episcopal 
church to Africa, made some fartling 
statements as to statistics of crime in the 
north and the south among the negro 
population. He said “that in the north a 
much larger percentage of the negro pop- 
ulation was in prison than in the south;” 
that this conference should not be sec- 
tional, as.the race question was not sec- 
tional. . 

The subject of the punishment of 
“Crimes Against Women” and “Is Lynch~ 
ing Advisable?’’ was assigned to the Hon. 
Alex C. King, of Atlanta, and to Hon. 
Clifton R. Breckenridge, of Arkansas. 
These gentlemen both took conservative 
grounds upon this most interesting ques- 
tion, 


Address of Alex C. King. 

In beginning his address Mr. Alex C. 
King, of Atlanta, stated he was not 
unmindful of the magnitude of the sub- 
ject which he had undertaken to discuss 
and that he approached the task with 
much diffidence and many misgivings. He 
stated that in order to arrive at any 
definite conclusion in the matter it was 
first necessary to recognize the difference 
in the Anglo-Saxon mind, especially in 
the south, between assaults on white 


women made by members of the white 
race and those made by members of the 
negro race. 

Continuing, Mr. King said: 

“Of course any punishment of any 
offense, however heinous, which is not ad- 
ministered by the appointed organs of the 


| law, is an illegal act and cannot tech- 


nically have any legal side of it. 

“But, in a wider sense, where a certain 
course of treatment of a crime has be- 
come, if not customary, at least not un- 
usual—and when there is, if not an ex- 
pressed, at least an implied assertion on 
the part of a respectable party that the 
law should not suppress this course of 
dealing with these offenses, but that the 
public welfare requires it to be winked at 
—then in considering the practical reme- 
dies suggested for the suppression of this 
crime, the remedy of instant punishment 
by the community without judicial pro- 
cedure demands consideration. 

“‘As lynch law is meted out to the party 
believed to be guilty of the offense of this 
nature as well in one state as in another, 
a comparison of the laws of such states 
would not shed any light on the ques- 
tion we are discussing. Before we can 
ascertain whether an existing law is suffi- 
cient for the purpose, or if insufficient 
wherein it should be amended, we must 
discover what are the conditions of the 
crime and the relations both of the crime 
and criminal to the communities in which 
both exist. 

“We find, first, that the slave trained 
negro did not perpetrate it when released 
from slavery. 

“Second, that in the generation which 
has succeeded to the slave are to be found 
the perpetrators of these crimes. 

“In what I shall have to say in regard 
to the perpetration of assaults on women, 
I wish to be clearly understood as not in- 
cluding a majority of the negro race. In 
my opinion a vast majority of them are 
entirely free from any such criminal 
tendency. 

“Nor, in describing lynching, do I mean 
to be understood that the southern peo- 
ple as a whole approve of it. I believe 
that a great majority of them decry it, 
and that all except an insignificant few 
regard lynching, except as punishment for 
a clear case of rape, as without excuse, 

“To the white race, in such sections of 
the south as this crime is most likely to 
happen, namely, rural! districts, where the 
white woman is exposed to assaults in 
the absence of the men of the family, the 
question is distinctly dual, and the gen- 
eral question of race protection is clear- 
ly involved. 

“Another difficulty Hes in the attitude 
of the negro race as a whole to the per- 
petration of the crime on the whites. The 
negro, too, recognizes a race question and 
as a result of their attitude is one, at least 
of passive, if not active concealment of 
the criminal. 

“One reason why I think this occur- 
rence of crimes against women has more 
in it than ordinary criminality, although 
operating through criminal impulses and 
tendencies in the individual perpetrator, 
is, that the instinct of the white race 
deals with it, not as a crime alone, but 
as an attack on the integrity of the race 
and the ordinary processes of the law are

CONFERENCE WITHOUT RESULT. 


Street Car Men in St. Louis Not In- 
fluenced by Governor. 

St. Loufs, May 10.—The feature of the 
day in the street railway strike was the 
conference between Governor Stephens, 
the members of the executive committee 
of the local street railway emp.oyees’ 
association and the officers and attorneys 
for the Transit Company for the purpose 
of ascertaining if some sort of an ami- 
cable understanding .could not be arrived 
at. The conference lasted for several 
hours, but at its conclusion Governor 
Stephens said that nothing had been ac- 
complished. The strikers’ officials were 
willing to arbitrate provided the proposi- 
tion to do so came from the railway com- 
pany. The railway officials refused to en- 
tertain any such proposal, stating thai 
they had nothing to arbitrate. 

There were no riotous uvemonstrations 
today. The Suburban:-Company operating 
its system under police protection without 
interference, was patronized liberally by 
the public. The Trust Company ran_two 
cars over one branch of its system, but 
attempted to carry no passengers. The 
Cars were guarded by police and, as in the 
case of the cars on the Suourban system, 
were not molested. 

Another death as a result of the strike 
occurred tonight. As Flora Sigfried, a 
young woman, was crossing Washington 
street, carrying an infant im her arms, she 
was hit.on the head with g brick that hag 
been hurled at a passing car on the Su- 
burban system.

Rev, Dr. O. L. Hailey, 
editor of The Arkansas Baptist, made an 
address of we.come.

Interesting Contests Between Con- 
gressional Candidates. 

Jackson, Miss., May 10.—(Special.)—The 
district executive committee of the sev- 
enth congressional district assembled 19

BRYANT GASHES HIS THROAT. 


Crazy Man Seems Determined To 
Take His Own Life. 

Tifton, Ga., May 10.—(Special.)\—A white 
man, named Jesse Bryant, about forty- 
five years cf age, and having a family of 
a wife and eight.chi:dren, atternpted.sul- 
cide by cutting his threat on Mr. I. W.

PLATFORM SUITS MEMBERS 


Both Nominations Were Made by 
Acclamation. | 


ALLEN PRESENTS NEBRASKAN’S. NAME 


Populists Were at First Divided on 
Question of Nominating for a 
Vice President. 


Sioux Falls, 8. D., May 10.—The national 
populist convention concluded its session 
at 1 o’clock this morning and adjourned 
sine die after nominating the Hon. W. J. 
Bryan for president and Hon. Charles A. 
Towne for vice president. The nomination 
of Mr. Towne was only accomplished after 
a struggle of several hours’ duration, in 
which an effort was made to have the 
question of the nomination of a vice 
presidential candidate referred to a com- 
mittee to confer with the democratic and 
silver republican parties in their national 
conventions. A motion to this effect was 


defeated by a vote of 268 to 492. 

Both candidates were nominated by ac- 
clamation, but before the result was 
reached various candidates were placed in 
nomination and their names successively 
withdrawn. Both nominations were ac- 
complished amid scenes of enthusiasm. 

Mr. Bryan’s nomination was made by 
acclamation and was accomplished with 
expedition and tact. There were not to 
exceed half a dozen speeches in his be- 
half. All these were brief and pointed and 
were full of praise for the candidate. 

Temporary Chairman Ringsdale rapped 
the convention to order at 9:45 o'clock this 
morning. ) 

The committee on credentials presented 
its report, which was adopted, declaring 
that there were-no contesting delegations 
and recommending that the vote of Mis- 
souri be increased by two votes, Ohio by 
two and South Dakota by three. 

The committee on permanent organiza- 
tion recommended Thomas M. Patterson, 
of Colorado, for permanent chairman, T. 
H. Curran, of Kansas; Leo Vincent, of 
Colorado, and E. M. Deisher, as perma- 
nent secretaries. ..r. Patterson’s noml- 
nation provoked prolonged applause. 

Mr. Patterson said the people’s party 
did not surrender its rights when it nom- 
inated Mr. Bryan in 18¥6. 

“We never could have nominated any 
Other man,”’ said he. 

He preaicted a speeping triumph for 
Mr. Brvan in November and that his elec- 
tion would mean that the rights of the 
people are advanced to a higher level than 
ever before. ‘‘Whatever may be the 
glory of the victory,’’ he said, ‘the peo- 
ple’s party may claim the greatest share, 
and it will have been the great political 
power that brought about the great re- 
sult.’’

ations under special privilege granted by 
the law of March 14, 1900, and prior na- 
tionat banking laws, the remaining por- 
tion of the bank notes to be replaced 
with full legal tender government paper 
money and its volume so controlled as 
to maintain at all times a stable money 
market and a stable price level. 


Financial Plank Is Cheered. 


The financial plank of the platform was 
received with wild cheering. Cries of 
“Good,”’ ‘“‘Good”’ greeted the denunciation 
of the administration's Philippine policy 
and the Porto Rican tax. When that por- 
tion of the plank extending sympathy to 
the South African republics, denouncing 
any alliance with foreign powers was 
reached the convention broke into wild 
applause. The platform was adopted with- 
out a dissenting vote. 

“The next thing in the convention,” 
said Chairman Patterson, “is the presen- 
tation of candidates for nomination for 
the office of the president of the United 
States.’’ 

Then without pausing or calling for any 
roil of states he went on: 

“I have the pleasure of introducing Sen- 
ator Allen, of Nebraska.”’ . 

this could mean but one man and that 
man was Bryan, and before Senator Al- 
len came to the front of the piatform the 
convention was on its feet cheering fran- 
tically, waving flags, hats and handkKer- 
chiets. The speech of Penator Allen was 
brief and to the point., He Spoke as fol- 
lows: 

“He embodies in his political convic- 
tions,.in his lire, ali that is good in an 
American; ali tnat is pure anu vyai;: ali 
that the most CXactlng couid desire: a 
Statesman of ripe experience; a phiioso- 
pher, @ patriot without a peer. Peerless 
boid, determined, thorougniy united in 
the interesis or the great masse 3 Of his 
country, Who wouid inake and Will make 
an idewi Candidate for the exalted Oltice 
of president of these United States 
Since the resuit or the election in 1396 
was known to the American peopie 
among the fusion torces of the United 
States there has been but one hame con- 
nected with the office and with the nomi- 
nation at that time. He is the embodi- 
ment of all that opposes Plutocracy, that 
Opposes greed; that opposes the legisla- 
ture of criminal power in public life: he 
is in my judgment the most brilliant 
American citizen of the age. I think he 
is, as an orator, as a Statesmiin, the 
equal of Webster and Clay, if not their 
superior. He was a Nebraskan, but now 
belongs to the world. Without further 
discussion, without further description of 
this magnificent man, I present to this 
convention this hero, statesman and ora- 
tor, William Jennings Bryan.”’ 

The announcement of Mr. Bryan's 
name was the signal for another out- 
burst. When his voice could be heard 
Chairman Patterson announced: 

“T have the pleasure to introd - 
eral James B. Weaver, of Sowa.” — 

Another outburst of cheers rang out as 
the veteran from Iowa came forward to 
second the nomination of Mr. Bryan 
He spoke in part as follows: 

“I have the honor to name the distin- 
guished gentleman who has been meéen- 
tioned at St. Louis,” said Mr. Weaver 
“I am glad that I can say here today 
that there never has been a moment from 
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Simpson Declares for Bryan. 

Jerry Simpson was then announced 
amid vigorous applause. Mr. Bryan, he 
declared, represented the struggle for 
human rights and he wanted the popu- 
lists to stand by him and do all in their 
power to elect him, thus taking the first 
step toward restoring the country to its 
oldtime glory. 

G. F. Washburn, of Massachusetts, add- 
ed his testimony in behalf of Mr. Bryan, 
and then the chair recognized “Cyclone 
Davis,” of Texas. 

A shout went up as the tall form of 
Mr. Davis loomed up in his place. 

(Mr. Davis amnounced that in former 
conventions he had been a political oppo- 
nent of Mr. Bryan, but had now come 
over to the ranks of the elect and be- 
lieved that in him lay the hopes of the 
nation as the only man who can ‘throttle 
the Ba etree of the =, ie st 

a hav lu own our ’ 
sald ‘the Sbeaker, and I can promise 
you next fall a Bryan club of 260,000 ina- 
jority. We are with hinj heart and 
soul, and we give him not ony our love 
and admiration, put the hot blossoms of 
a noble surrender for the good of the 
American people. McKinley hag been 
called the Napoleon of republican pol- 
itics and perhaps the title is not tap- 
propriate, for we al] know that Napoleon 
made a dash into the orient and it did 
not pan out very well.’’ 

There were loud calls for ‘““Buttler, But- 
ler!’ and Marion Butler, of North Caro- 
lina, Was greeted. with cheers. Briefly, 
but eloquently, Senator Butler sccénded 
Mr. Bryan’s nomination. 

“I, for one,” he said, ‘‘will put into this 
fight allin my power. I know every pop- 
ulist in the United States will do the 
same in any capacity he can, and I ap- 
peal to you to make his election certain 
next November.”’ 

After W. J. Thomas, of Colorado, had 
espoused the cause of Mr. Bryan, Mr. 
Olds, of Pennsylvania, now eighty-six 
years old, who voted for Henry Clay in 
1844 and is now for Wiliam J. Bryan, was 
introduced. Mr. Olds, bent and white- 
haired, said that he had walked a thou- 
sand miles to vote for Henry Clay in 
1344. 

“I came a thousand miles to vote for 
W. J. Bryan in tmis convention,” said 
Mr. Olds, ‘and 1 hope you will not allow 
me to be defeated as | was in 1844.”’ 

Cries of “We won't!’ 

Mr. Alien, of Nebraska, then stepped 
forward. 

Bryan by Acclamation. 

‘‘Mr. Chairman,” said he amid perfect 
silence, “I move that the rules of this 
convention be suspended and that Wil- 
liam J. Bryan be nominated by acclama- 
tion for president of the United States.” 

Amid the din that followed Senator Al- 
len’s motion and its seconding, the :-peak- 
ers voice was faintly heard calling on 
those delegates who favored the motion 
to rise and remain standing. Every man 
arose. Hats, canes, umbrellas and flags 
were wWared in the air amid deafeniug 
cheers, the uproar being increased by the 
band playing “Old Hundred.”’ 

Some enthusiastic delegate tore loose 
alarge picture of Mr. Bryan hang- 
ing in front of the speaker’s desk and 
hoisted it to the table. where cheering for 
Mr. Bryan, he held it while the conven- 
tion applauded frantically. 

‘I announce the nomination by a unani- 
mous vote of William J. Bryan for presi- 
dent of the United States,” said Chairman 
Patterson as soon as he could be heard. 
Another cheering greeted thig announce- 
ment and the delegates then settled in 
their seats for further business. 

“The next thing on the programme,” 
said Chairman Patterson, “is, according 
to the rules adopted, to take action re- 
garding the nomination of a vice presi- 
dent.’’ 

The one point on which the convention 
could expect a fight was before it. There 
were loud cries of “‘Pettigrew,’’ but the 
chair recognized E,)Gerry Brown, of Mas- 
sachusetts, who moved that the conven- 
tion proceed to name a candidate for vice 
president by ballot. There were numer- 
ous seconds from the body of the con- 
vention and Senator Butler, of North 
Carolina, made a seconding speech from 
the platform. 

Vir. Washburn, of Massachusetts, offer- 
ed an amendment to the motion of Mr. 
Brown that five names be selected as men 
acceptable to the populist party and that 
a@ committee be sent with these names to 
confer with the democrats and silver re- 
publicans at Kansas City on July 4th, 
with the understanding that the name se- 
lected at that convention should be the 
nominee of the party for vice president. 

At this point a delegate made the point 
that the time of the afternoon session had 
expired. 

It was immediately moved to suspend 
the rules. Great confusion ensued. The 
motion to suspend the rules was lost on a 
standing vote and Chairman Patterson 
accordingly announced an adjournment 
until 8’ p. m. 

At 8:10 p. m, Chairman Patterson called 
the cunvention to order and recognized 
Mr. Wasnburn, of Massachusetts. Mr. 
Washburn spoke at some length in favor 
of his pian of submitting a list of five 
men for vice president. He yielded the 
floor to General Weaver, who told the 
delegates that if they nominated @ vi.® 
president here they would never get him 
in Kansas City. 

Arter a long discussion, the chairmun 
heid that twe original question /was the 
amendment offered by Jerry Simpson, 
Which provided thar the national commit- 
tee should go to Kansas City for cunier- 
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democrats regarding the vice presidency. 

Mr. Simpson was given the floor fur the 
closing argument in behalf of his amend- 
ment. 

The substitute introduced by M1. Sirmp- 
s0n was then read by the secretary, Gen- 
eral Weavcr’s resolution having heen 
withdrawn by agreement. The resolution 
provided for the appointment of a com- 
niutte? to go to Kansas City and confer 
with the Gemocratic committee in regard 
to a vice presidential candidate. 

The roll call then began. Amid much 
confusion the vote resulted 262 votes for 
and 492 votes against it. In the mids: of 
the applause which followed the an- 
nouncemen. cf the result Senator Alien 
arose. 

“Mr. Chuirman,” said he, “I des're to 
name Charies A, ‘towne, of Minuesota, 
for the oflice of vice president, and to 
move that the nomination be made unani- 
mous.”’ 

“Cries of “No, no,’ came from! several 
delegates. 

Senator Allen then took the chair, Chair- 
man Patterson’s voice having given out. 

“The convention will nuw proveed to 
the nomination of candidates fur the vice 
president,”’ he said, and the call of states 
for the announcement of nanies was then 
demanded. 

Itlinois was the first to respond. ‘‘Tor- 
nado’’ Jones in a lengthy speech nomina- 
ted Dr. Howard §. faylor. A. J. West- 
fall, of Lowa, put in nomination J. H. 
Davis (‘Cyclone’), of Teas. 

Jerry Simyson, on behalf of Kansas, 
“the baroineter of American politics,”’ 
nominated National Committeeman John 
W Breidenthal. George F. Washburn, of 
Massachusetts, nominated Egey Brown, 
of that state. 

Minnesota was called amid much ap- 
Plause, and J. W. Bowler nominated 
Charles A. Towne. 

S. Hogan, of Montana, nominated 
Congressman John J. Lentz, of Ohio. 

J. H. Davis (“Cyclone”), of Texas, when 
his state was called, withdrew as a nomi- 
inee in favor of Mr. Towne. 

Howard 8. Taylor, of Illinois, declared 
that he had allowed his name to be pre- 
sented because his state had so instruct- 
ed. He withdrew in favor of Towne. 

As soon as the roll ‘call was over Jerry 
Simpson withdrew Mr. Breidenthal in fa- 
vor of Towne, and E. Gerry Brown said 
he would withdraw his name in order to 
facilitaté matters. This left only the 
names of Towne and Lentz before the con- 
vention. The Montana delegation, which 
had L preneates the name of Lentz, was 
asked to withdraw his name, but refused 


to do so.

HERNDON WILL GO TO GALLOWS 


Convicted of the Murder of John 
Lovinggood, at Pistol, Ga. 
Washington, Ga., May 10.—(Special.)— 
After being out eighteen hours the jury 
in the case of the state vs. Herndon ren- 
dered a verdict of guilty without recom- 
mendation this morning at 10 o’clock. 
The trial was begun Monday afternoon 
and the case went to the jury yesterday 
afternoon at 4 o'clock. W. D. Tutt & Son 
and R. €C. Norman pleaded for the old 
man’s life, while Solicitor R. H. Lewis 
and B. 8S. Irvin showed that nothing but 
his own life would compensate the crime. 
On the afternoon of October 20, 1899, 
Dilliard Herndon, a farmer who lived with 
his wife and children three miles east of 
Pistol, in the northern portion of this 
county, shot and killed Mr. John J. Lov- 
inggood, a young merchant of the above 
place, while he stood behind his coun- 
ter. Herndon was placed in jail and the 
next month was put on trial at the No- 
vember term of Wilkes superior court. A 
mistrial was the result, the jury stand- 
ing ten to two for conviction. The de- 
fense relied on the insanity dodge at 
both trials. The death sentence will be 
passed at the adjournment of tourt. 
Robert Gulley, who shot and killed Mr. 
Wade Bolton on the public road near the 
latter’s home in February, has been in- 
dicted by the present grand jury for mur- 
der. Gulley, at the committment trial 4 
few days after the killing, was released, 
but the grand jury believes that the evi- 
dence is sufficient to place him on trial 
for his life. The case was called today, 
but was continued, which was entirely 
unexpected by the attorneys of the de- 
fendant. It is probable that Judge Reese

M. Danheiser and J. E. Hale are assos 
ciated together in the manufacture of this 
delightful article of nastication, and from 
the action taken by the former in Jus- 
tice Landrum’s court yesterday aftesnoon 
it would -eem that their relations have 
btecome somewhat strained. 

Danheiser has taken proceedings to 
prosecute Haile on a@ rather sensational 
charge. From the meager information 
that could be gleaned yesterday evening 
at the justice’s court while Danhkeiser 
and his attorney were having the process 
issued, It appears that the two men 
were at loggerheads over money matters. 
Danheiser had received a check for $57 
from a distance, and hereby hangs the 
tale. He claims that Hale, who knew 
of its receipt, asked him what he had 
done with it. He replied that he had de- 
posited it. Hale became angry at this 
and in picturesque language charged 
Danheiser with a lapse of veracity. The 
men were alone in the office, and Hale 
locked the door on the inside and stood 
threateningly in front of it. With a 
significant movement of his right hand 
toward his hip pocket he ordered Dan- 
heiser to sign it. Danheiser signed it. 
The next step in the unconventional pro- 
cedure was the transfer of the check 
from Danheiser to Hale. 

As s00n ag Danheiser was able to rid 
himself of Hale’s forceful presence he 
hied himself to the protecting sanctuary 
of the blind goddess and unfolded a tale 
of threats, intimidation and wrongdoing 
on Hale’s part that resulted in the latter 
being put under bond to appear for trial 
at 10 o'clock Friday morning. He will 
have to answer to the charge of forcl- 
ble detainer. 

Danheiser acted like a man who was 
being pursued, and expressed the fear 
that he was in imminent danger of bodily 
harm at the hands of Hale. He was 
greatly interested in the size and sound- 
ness of the bond. 

Danheiser was very loath to talk to The 
Constitution reporter, and would’ say 
nothing, he said, in advance of the 
trial. He intimated that He had reason to 
fear rough treatment at the hands of 
Hale, and took the step he did purely as 
a matter of self-protection. 

J. E. Hale was seen at his gum factory 
and told his side of the case without any 
hesitation. He admitted that he had 
bluffed Danheiser into signing the check 
for $57, but denied that he had taken 
more threatening measures than a 
clenched fist in close proximity to Dan- 
heiser’s nose. 

“I did not lock the door,’’ said he, “but 
closed it on account of the draught. 
for making a motion as though to draw 
a gun, that’s all moonshine. I was in 
my shirt sleeves and if I had had a weap- 
on in my hip pocket tt would have been 
exposed. Danheiser was badly scared, 
and is really hardly responsible for what 
he says or does. He owed me a sum 
considerably in excess of the check, and I 
had gone on a note with him which fell 
due today. Under the circumstances I 
could not sit idly by and see him walk 
off with my money, and when reason and 
persuasion failed. I had to ialk pretty 
pointedly to him, I admit I used strong lan- 
guage and held my fist close to his nose to 
assure him of my firm intentions. 1 did 
not do this, however, until he grew im- 
pudent and asked me how I was going to 
get the check back. Then I proposed 
to see that he did not beat me.” 

Danheliser, when he signed the check, 
went around to the bank and stopped 
payment on it.

Middle-ol-the-Roaders Select Their 
Two Candidates. 


ALABAMIAN WAS THE CHOICE 


Howard Could Have Had the Nomi- 
7 nation for Presidency. 


THAT WOULD HAVE SPLIT CONVENTION 


Populist Faction in Cincinnati Com- 
pletes Its Work, Adjourns and 
Goes Home. 


Cincinnati, O., May 10—Wharton Bar- 
ker, of Pennsylvania, for president, and 
Ignatius Donnelly, of Mirnesota,. for vice 
president, is the ticket placed in the field 
today by what is commonly known as the 
middle-of-tne-road populist party, but 
which, according to leaders of the move- 
ment, is the one and only people's purty. 
For a time during today’s session of the 
convention it appeared as if nothing could 
prevent a compieie disruption of the piaas 
80 carefully wrought out by the handful 
of the men who separated themselves on 
February 10th, at Lincoln, Neb., from the 
fusionist ¢iement of the populist pariy. 
Since ‘Tuesday, when Wharton Barker, 
who had been selected in 1898 by the jni- 
ative or referendum plan to head the 
party ticket, a steady current against the 
cut-and-dried choice of Barker and Don- 
nelly had almost destroyed the foundation 
upon which that ticket stcod. Former 
Congressman Howard, of Alabama, had 
suddenly become the idol of an apparent- 
ly winning number of deiegates, and he 
clinched his claims on the presidentiai 
nomination through his eloquent audress 
in assuming the temporary chairmanship 
of the convention on Wednesday. 

Today as the time drew near fur noml- 
nations word was quietly passed, contfirm- 
ed by Mr. Howard himselt, that the Bar- 
ker following wouid bolt the convention 
should their leader be turned down. 
Owing to the fact that the Alabama dele- 
gation could not support Mr. lJioward, 
matters were further complicated, How- 
ard took tne only course for the restora- 
tion of hamnony. He announced that he 
had no ambition to head the ticket, and 
came to Cincinnati withvuut the slightest 
expectation of being named. Then he 
would withdraw his naine. Nevertheless, 
when the roll call was presented on the 
first ballot, Howard was at the top of the 
column—only a few short of the nomina- 
tion. 

Howard Restores Harmony. 

On the second ballot Howard's plainly 
Stated desire for harmony took effect, and 
the seventy votes which went to Donnelly 
on the first roll call were gradually work- 
ed over to the Barker column, it being 
understood that Mr. Donneily’s name had 
been withdrawn. 

The generous Howard moved to make 
the selection of Barker unanimous, which 
was done. 

Without a dissenting voice Ignatius 
Donnelly was declared vice presidential 
nominee. After electing Jo A. Parker 
chairman of the national committee, 
the convention, after having been in ses- 
sion continually, with the exception of 
twenty minutes’ recess for 8:30 a. m. to 
4:40 p. m., adjourned sine die. 

The convention was called to order 
8:30 a. m. with Colonel W. L. Peek, 
Georgia, in the chair. 

Chairman Felter then read the platform 
formulated by his committee. Jo A. Par- 
ker, of Kentucky, offered an additional 
plank opposing trusts and favoring pub- 
lic ownership of public utilities, which 
was adopted aftern an extended debate. 
‘ue piatiorm was then adopted practical- 
ly by unanimous vote. It read as follows: 


How Platform Reads. 


“The people's party of the United States, 
assembled ,in national convention this 
10th day of May, 1900, affirming our un- 
Shaken belief in the cardinal tenets of the 
peop.e’s party as set forth in the Omana 
platform, and pledging ourselves to con- 
tinued advocacy of thuse grand principles 
of human liberty until right sha!) triumpna 
over might and love over greed, do adopt 
and proclaim this declaration of faith: 

‘‘l. We demand the initiative and refer- 
endum and the imperative mandate for 
such changes of existing fundamenta! and 
statute laws as wil] enable the people in 
their sovereign capacity to propose and 
compel the enactment of such laws as 
they desire; to reject such as they deem 
injurious to their interests and to recall 
uintaithful public servants. 

“2. We demand the public ownership 
and operation of those means of com- 
munication, transportation and produc- 
tion which the people may elect, such as 
railroads, telegraph and telephone lines, 
coa] mines, etc. 

“3. The land, including all natural 
sources of wealth, is a heritage of the 
people, and should not be monopolized 
for speculative purposes, and alien owner- 
ship of land should be prohibited. Al! 
land now held by railrouds and other cor- 
porations in excess of their natura] needs 
and all lands now owned by aliens should 
be reclaimed by the government and held 
for actual gettiers only. 

“4. A gcientific and absolute paper 
money, based upon the entire wealth and 
nopulation of the nation, not redeemable 
in any specific commodity, but made a 
full legal tender for all debts and re- 
celvable for all taxes and public dues 
and issueg by the government only with- 
out the intervention of banks, and in suf- 
ficient quantity to meet the demands of 
commerce. is the best currency that can 
be devised; but until such a financia! sys- 
tem is secured, which we shal! press for 
adoption, we favor the free and unlimited 
coinage of both silver and gold at the le- 
ga! ratio of 16 to 1. 

“5. We demand the levy and collection of 
a& graduated tax on incomes and !nherit- 
ances and a constitutional amendment to 
eo ne werner necessary. 

**6. e demand the election of pres 
vice president, federa] judges Be 5 ete 
ore senators by direct vote of the peo- 
ple. 

“7. We are opposed to trusts and declar

Nominations for the presidency were 
then, at 10:05 a. m., declared in order. 
Professor J. A. Boyce, of Nebraska, 


placed in nomination Former Congressman 


Milford W. Howard, of Alabama, whom he 
said had always been a true populist 
and who, as an orator, is the peer of 
William J. Bryan and whose magnetism 
excelled that of Eugene V. Debs. 

General Phillips, of Georgia, the famous 
confederate officer, then named Wharton 
Barker, of Pennsylvania. In doing so ne 
said that Mr. Howard was one of his 
dearest friends, but that he wished to 
carry out the instructions of his state 
convention. He mentioned the name of 
Thomas Watson, of Georgia, at which 
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there was a great outburst of applause. 
When he named Barker as the nominee, 
a cheer seemed weak in comparison With 
those that greeted Professor Boyce’s nom- 
ination of Howard. But the speaker re- 
ceived an ovation when in closing he 
said, pointing to the American flags which 
were seen everywhere about the hall; 


Georgian’s Closing Words. 
“The time has again come when the old 
banner is in danger. You men-of the 
north love it, and we men of the south 
love it. We always did—for Georgia's 
star is there.’’ 
Barker and Donnelly, he said, were the 


choices of Georgia, and they would re- 
juvenate the people’s party in November. 

Judge W. S. Williams, of Indiana, placed 
before the convention the name of Igna- 
tius Donnelly, of Minnesota. 

Mr. Shenault, of Kansas, and Jo Parker 
seconded the nomination of Howard. 

Arkansas, Michigan, Mississippi, Mis, 
souri, in lengthy speeches, seconded Bar- 
ker’s nomination. 

Former Governor Waite, of Colorado, 
seconded the nomination of Howard. 

New York, Pennsylvania, Tennessee and 

Georgia seconded the nomination of Bar- 
ker. 
P. H. Rahilly, of Minnesota, seconded 
the nomination of Ignatius Donnelly, 
whom he declared to be the most distin- 
guished citizen of Minnesota.

Roberts Sends Advice. 


London, May 10.—10:20 a. m.—Lord Rob- 
erts telegraphs to the war office from 
Welgelegen, under date of May 9th, even- 
ing, as follows: 

“Pole-Carew’s and Tucker’s divisions. 
Hamilton’s column of heavy naval and 
royal garrison artillery guns and four 
brigades of cavalry marched here today. 
The enemy hold the opposite bank of the 
Zand river. Their strength will be as- 
certained tomorrow, when I hope to be 
able to force a passage of the river.”’ 
General Roberts also reports to the war 
office: 

“Cable car headquarters at the front 
May 9, 9:10 a. m. We are now across the 
Zand river. The enemy are still holding 
a strong position, but we are gradually 
pushing them back.’’

Pretoria, May 9.—President Kruger has 
received a telegram from a burgheress 
asking if the time has not arrived for the

London, May 11, 4:50 a. m.—Members of 
the house of commons were freely bet- 
ting in the lobbies last evening that Lord 
Roberts would be in Pretoria in two 
months. The ministerialists are building 
confident hopes upon the comprehensive 
plans he had communicated to the war 
office. Predictions are definitely made 
that he will be in Kroonstad next Mon- 
day, and it is belleved that his advance 
is already reconnoitering in the vicinity 
of Venters, wifffére tHe hilly country begins 
again. 

Beyond Kroonstad is an intricate and 
difficult country, and if the Boers should 
elect to fight it is possible they could 
check the progress of the British until 
Lord Roberts’s numerous cavalry has 
time to ride around their flank and 
threaten their rear. 

From 15,000 to 20,000 is the highest esti- 
mate of the Boers under the post com- 
mando of General Botha, who is said to 
have forty-six guns. General Botha and 
General Dewet are reported to have quar- 
reled. 

Lord Roberts is pressing had after this 
force with 35,000 men and 140 guns and 
20,000 more men are easily available. 

Lord Roberts’s concise summaries of 
results are not supplemented by any up- 
to-date press telegrams. The correspon- 
dents are confined in their narratives to 
events two or three days old, so far as 
Lord Roberts is concerned. 

President Steyn with 10,000 men 9s re- 
ported to have been east of Thabanchu 
yesterday (Thursday) noon and a battle 
was then imminent. The advance troops 
of General Rundle and General Brabant 
were being fired on. 

According to advices from Durban, 
dated Thursday, General Buller’s army is 
“showing activity,’’ but a complete news 
embargo is imposed upon the correspon- 
dents with him.

Went to a Thicket Near Bonaventure 
Cemetery, 


LAID DOWN AND TOOK CHLOROFORM 


Coroner Had To Fight the Buzzards 
for Possession of the Partly 
Eaten Body—Despondency 
Over Losses Caused 
the Suicide. 


Savannah, Ga., May 10.—(Special.)—Be- 
neath one of the gigantic moss-covered 
oaks, just outside of Bonaventure ceme- 
tery, and obscured by a thicket from the 
view from the road, there was found to- 
day by a negro woodcutter, the muti- 
lated body of Dr. Shearon R. Tabb, ma- 
rine hospital surgeon, who has been 
missing since April 30th. 

When Coroner Goette answered the re- 
port and took charge of the remains he 
had to beat back a flock of black-winged 
vultures, which had already been preying 
upon the corpse. It took but a glance to 
show that Dr. Tabb had calmly and delib- 
erately prepared for death. The empty 
chrloroform bottle at his side told the 
whole story. Driven to distraction by his 
financial losses in one of the public gam- 
ing rooms, he had gone to his office Mon- 
day afternoon, took a bottle of chloro- 
form and begun his long tramp to Bona- 
venture cemetery, where he had chosen 
to end his existence. Carefully folding 
his coat, which he used as a pillow, he 
lay down in a secluded spot under the 
large oak. One sleeve of the coat he 
thoroughly saturated with chloroform, 
drew it up over his face and began the 
long sleep from which he was never to 
awaken. It was only by accident that 
the body was discovered and then it was 
soon apparent that the vultures had par- 
tially destroyed it. 

Dr. Tabb was thirty-one years of age 
and unmarried. He was a promising 
young physician and in line of promotion 
with the service. He had many friends 
here who were deeply shocked by the hor- 
rible discovery of today, though they had 
feared suicide from the outset. He was a 
native of Virginia and the body will be 
sent there for interment.

RIFLED IN ATHENS 


Was Stolen from the Seaboard Air- 
Line Depot. 


LETTERS STREWN AROUND 


But Checks Were Not Taken by the 
Robbers. 


POSTAL AUTHORITIES INVESTIGATING 


Old Citizen of Athens Badly Hurt 
by Falling Out of Bed. 
Other News. 


Athens, Ga., May 10.—(Special.)—The 
mail pouch containing the heaviest mail 
coming into Athens was stolen from the 
Seaboard Air-Line depot some time late 
Wednesday night or early Thursday 


morning. 

The pouch contains, ordinarily, over 
1,000 pieces of mail, coming from Chicago, 
Cincinnat!, Afjlanta and a]l of the western 
states. It reaches Atianta over the Sea- 
board at 10:45 p. m. The postoffice au- 
thorities allow it to remain at the depot 
during the night and it is brought up to 
the postoffice at 5:30 o'clock in the morn- 
ing. 

‘Today when the mail was delivered it 
was found that the pouch was missing. 
An investigation Was at once begun and 
shortly afterwards some of the. letters 
were found. These were discovered by 
young Charles O’ Farrel, son of Mr. James 
O'Farrell, in an outhouse to his father’s 
yard, neay the depot. 

There were about 20 pleces of mai] in 
the bunch recovered, which is probably 
one-fifth of the contents of the bag. 

The JjJettergs were torn open and their 
contents scattered in all directions. Many 
empty envelops were found, Checks were 
left untouched, some very large ones be- 
ing found scattered around. Among the 
larger ones was a Check for $842, payawie 
to the National Bank of Atnens, and 
there were others, the sum tota]! of whicna 
runs up into the thousands. 

The ouch, with the bulk of the letters, 
has net been recovered and a careful 
search for it is BOW being made. As 
stated, this mail is the largest and most 
valuable of any coming into Athens and 
its loss has filled the city with consterna- 
tion. The thieves undoubtedly made a 
good haul, as a:most ail of the letters 
were opened. 

The proper postal officials have been 
notified. ‘the posteffice here places the 
blame on the raijiroad, as the mail had 
not been turned over to tnem and was in 
the road’s hands when stoien.

As the result of the new dog law re- 
cently passed by the city and requiring 
all citizens to muzzle their dogs, about 
forty of the animals have been killed and 
over one hundred have been muzzled. 
The Athens Humane Society is fighting 
the muzzles on the ground that they 
are calculated to do the dogs more 
harm than good, preventing them from 
fighting fleas and files, and irritating 
them almost to madness. 

Albert Wacher, the young negro who 
entered the clothing house of Dasey & Co. 
and was subsequently captured, is one 
of the hardest cases in the county. When 
he was eight years of age he stole some 
money, but was too young to be pun- 
ished. Since then he burned down a 
house in East Athens, stole a horse, 
burglarized the Athens Hardware Com- 
pany and finally landed in the pen. He 
has been out only a short while and 
will probably return to serve a long 
sentence.

The Chatham County Affair. 

The democracy of Chatham county 
is to be congratulated upon the fact 
that it has decided to settle its own 
local affairs, without the called for 
intervention of the state executive com- 
mittee. The calling off of the meet- 
ing fixed for Saturday definitely de- 
cided this fact. 

It is to be regretted, of course, that 
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we 


at any time obtrude themselves into 
the settlement of a question which 
belongs exclusively to the people, and 
in which the claims of individuals are 
inconsequential. The purpose of the 
primary plan, which is now coming | 
into fixed position in Georgia, is to 
hake that election decisive of every 
question in the future history of the 
state. In the course of introducing 
this system old plans and old lines 
of division have to be met, composed 
and finally done away with in the in- 
terest of those larger claims of democ- 
racy which the people have in hand. 
It is not always the fault of individu- 
als that political lines should be 
formed with them as centers. It is only 
an environment, a condition growing 
out of old methods which will dis- 
appear as soon as it becomes certain 
that the primary, instead of being a 
scramble preliminary to an election, is 
the election itself. Hence we may look 
for the disappearance of those factional] 
contests which have occurred in so 


tution therefor of a plan which will 
command the support of all. 

In the carrying out of the primary 
election it is essential that the man- 
agers should be men of such character 
and probity that no candidate should 
dare assault any official act which 
would come from them. The managers 
should not be partisans, but democrats 
anxious to maintain and conserve the

The fact 
that a telegraph operator, through a 
sense of duty, withdrew from work, 
should not be used as a weapon to 
oppress him whenever he is willing to 
return to work. By carrying out such 
humane ideas as this corporations 
could do away with a great deal of 
the prejudice which exists against 


them. 
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Playing for a Trade. 


In its anxiety to restore the condl- 
tions under which New York dictated 
party nominations from purely local 
grounds,The World is just now engaged 
in playing upon the “pivotal’’ dodge. 

In a recent editorial The World has 
this to say: 

The mere fact that Mr. McKinley re- 
ceived a plurality of 268,000 i nthis state 
in 1896 is no guarantee that he will carry 
it this year. 

No other state in the union has swung 
from one side to the other with almost the 
regularity of a pendulum as has New 
York. In the last twenty years tne demv- 
crats have carried ten elections and the 
republicans nine—there having been no 
general election last year. These results 
show the oscillation since 1872:

When her material 
prosperity and the values of the savings 
of her thrifty citizens were threatened, as 
in 1896, of ccurse party lines did not hold 
the voters; but when that danger was past 
and the democrats had the common sense 
to nominate a conspicuously fit candidate 
for chief justice and to @rup the financial 
fallacy they recovered the stata. 

With a moderite, mod'fied, :iving plat- 

form the democrats would have a good 
fighting chance to carry New York this 
year. With 16 to 1 thrust agiin to the 
frcnt they would have no chance. 
About these statements there is a 
great deal in the point of view from 
which they are considered. It is to be 
feared that The World is more inter- 
ested in the mere personal part of the 
campaign than with that more impor- 
tant phase which has to do with princi- 
ples. If the people of the United 
States are to hold elections for the 
exploiting of local New York issués 
it might be well to close up house 
at once and let New York attend to 
the whole business. We believe that 
the era of trading in “pivotal” states 
has come to an end and that hereafter 
no great political party can afford to 
ignore its principles in order that a 
certain state may be carried or that 
a few men on the outside may supplant 
a few who afe in. 

Again, there is every reason to be- 
lieve that the persistent effort to make 
the coming democratic platform mean- 
jngless has not the approval of the 
true democratic leaders of. New York. 
These men are coming up to every 
requirement without compulsion. 
They will be at Kansas City, and when 
they leave it for home it will be to 
stand by and upho!d the platform made 


with all their enerey. They will 
neither sulk nor embarrass. No mat- 


ter what those interested in obstruction 
may say, the democracy of New York 
will do its duty on precisely the same 
terms as it is done in every other 
state in the union. In 1898, with the 
present democratic platform in evi- 
dence all through the state and with 
the most popular figure of a war still 
raging and he still wearing his uni- 
form as the candidate of the opposi- 
tion, the republicans won by only 
17,868.

Solicitor General Charley Brand, of the 
Western circuit, ig to have no opposition 
for re-election in the party and his stanch 
friends over the circuit who have stood by 
his candidacy from first to last are con- 
gratulating him that the men who at 
one time thought of opposing him have 
decided not to do so. Solicttor Brand Is 
regarded as one of the most efficient so- 
licitors in the state and, while one of the 
youngest, hig popularity is felt from one 
end of the Western circuit to the other.

Crawford, of North Carolina, Is Fired 
from Congress. 
REPUBLICAN GIVEN HIS PLACE 


Pearson Wins in the Contest Which 
Has Been Going On. 


THE VOTE WAS DECIDEDLY CLOSE 


Both Contestant and Contestee Are 
Heard Before the Roll Call 
e. 


Is Taken. 


Washington, May 10.—The house today, 
by the very narrow margin of two votes, 
unseated Mr. Crawford, of North Caro- 
lina,‘a democrat, and seated in his place 
Mr. Pearson, of North Carolina, who was 
a member of the fifty-fourth and fifty- 
fifth congresses, 

Mr. Pearson is the third republican to 
be seated by the present house. Both the 
contestant and the contestee had their 
innings on the floor today and Mr. Lin- 
ney, of North Carolina, wound up the de- 
bate with a charcteristic speech. The 
votes were very close. The minority 
resolution declaring the sitting member 
entitied to the seat wag defeated by one 
vote. Mr. Jack, a Pennsylvania republi- 
can, voted with the democrats on both 
Tol] calls. On the first vote fifteen re- 
publicans were absent and unpaired and 
on the second twelve were absent and un- 
paired. When the debate opened Mr. 
Pearson was given fifty minutes’ time in 
which to address the house in his own 
behalf. 

Mr. Pearson had a large chart erected 
in the area in front of the speaker’s chair, 
which, he claimed, illustrated the manner 
in which the black vote in his district had 
been suppressed. 

Mr, Pearson was followed by Mr. Craw- 
ford, the gitting member, who defended 
his right to the seut in an hour’s speech, 
Mr. Crawford declared that 20 peopie in 
the ninth North Carolina district were on 
trial today. They had a right tg say who 
should represent them in the house, Priory 
to this election Mr. Crawford said no 
man had ever charged fraud in the ninth 
congressional district of North Carolina. 
But Mr. Pearson, he said, seldom knew 
defeat. He charged that Mr. Pearson had 
s0 trimmed his politica] sails that he had 
not lost a yote in a national election since 
1880, when he voted for Hancock. 

‘He voted for Cleveland twice,’’ said 
Mr. Crawford, “and supported me against 
Senator Pritchard when I defeated him 
in 1892.’ 

While referring to Governor Russeli’s 
attack upon Mr. Pearson, Mr. Grosvenor, 
of Ohio, interrupted to ask if the demo- 
crats of North Carolina had not threaten- 
ed to impeach Governor Russel. 

“This is an assault upon the governor 
of my state, which 1 resent,” repiled Mr. 
Crawford. 

“Tne logic of what I desire to know ig 
this,’’ continued Mr. Grosvenor, ‘‘Was 
not Governor Russeli’s attack on Mr. 
Pearson made during the adjournment of 
the legislature to conciliate the demo- 
crats?”’ 

“I object,’’ retorted Mr. Crawford, ‘‘to 
the republicans washing their dirty linen 
in ,my time,” 

In conclusion Mr. Crawford sald, ad- 
dressing the repubiican side: 

“I shall await your verdict conscious 
that you can do me no harm with the 
people whose commission I hold,’”’ 

Mr. Linney, of North Caro:ina, conclud- 
ed the debate with a characteristic speech 
in favor of the claims of the contestant. 
In referring to Governor Russell's letter 
he characterized it “an ex parte gtaie- 
ment of a mad governor.”’ 

“For he is mag,’’ said Mr. Linney, ‘‘mad 
as a March hare. Tnat he is a great man 
inteu.ectually 1 admit, and that he is a 
good politician while working in the 
ranks 1 avow. But he cannot stand pros- 
perity. As s00n as he is promoted he 
Kicks out of the harness and piays the 
devij in general. tie is afraid of his own 
shaaow. He 1s in terror of the democrat- 
lc Organization of the state, and wii do 
anytuing to Keep suspended the sword of 
Damocies which hangs over his head.’ 

Later Mr. Linney produced some tig- 
tres to show that it was the biack dis- 
trictg which returned democrats to con- 
gress, not republicans. 

“Lake Mr. Kitchin’s district, for in- 
stance,’’ said he. ‘1 claim I come near- 
er representing the white peoplewf North 
Caroiina than he does. 1 ciaim lt am 
as much of a white man as he is. My 
hands are smalier, my teet are smaller 
my compiexion is clearer than his is.” — 

The vote then was taken upon the 
minority resolutions declaring Mr. Craw- 
ford the sitting member entitied to retain 
his seat. 

The roljl call showed a majority of one 
for the resolution. Intense interest was 
manifested. Mr. Tawney, the republic- 
an whip, stated that Mr. Fitzgerald, of 
Massachusetts, had voted, altnough he 
was paired with Lovering, of Massachu- 
setts. 

On account of the closeness of the vote 
the speaker ordered a recapitulation of 
the roll call. At the end of the recapit- 
ulation Mr, Tompkins, republican, of New 
York, hurried in with his overcoat cver 
his arm and offered to vote, but ag he 
Was not present when his name was 
called, he could not vote under the rule. 
The speaker ordered the tally clerks 
again to foot up the totals. An error 
was discovered that tied the vote—ig 
to 1%. The resolution was, therefore, 
lost. 

The vote was then taken upon the mwa- 
jority resolutions deciaring Mr. Pearson 
elected. 

Mr. Jack, of Pennsylvania, was the 
only republican who voted with the dem- 
ocrats on the first roll, but fifteen re- 
publicans were absent and unpaired. 

Mr. Fitzgerald, whose vote had been 
challenged, explained that he had voted 
under a misunderstanding, and hig vote 
was withdrawn. The vote upon the adop- 
tion of the majority resolutions was 129 
to 127i. The announcement was greeted 
with applause by the republicans. 

Mr, Pearson came forward to the har 
of the house and took the oath of office 
as a member. 

The house adopted a resolution reported 
by the foreign affairs committee request- 
ing all the information in possession of 
the treasury reiating to the immigration 
of Japanese laborers during the last two 
years, probabilities of such immigration 
and the punishment of those unlawfully 
contracting for Japanese laborers. 

At 4:20 p. m. the house adjourned.

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IN THE PUBLIC EYE. 


Ex-Secretary of War William C. Endi 
cott. whose death occurred at his home 


in Boston, Mass,. on last Sunday after- | 


noon has not figured with much prommi- 
nenee in public affairs since retiring from 
President Cleveland's cabinet in 1889. He 
was seventy-four years of age at the timc 
of his death. For nearly two years before 
the end came he had been in extremely 
poor health. William Crowninshield En- 
dicott was born in Salem, Mass.. Novem- 
ber 19, 1826. He was the son of William 
Putnam Endicott and Mary (Crownin- 
shield) Endicott. His father was a de- 
scendant of John Enaicott, the first gov- 
ernor of the Massachusetts colony. The 
famous sword with which the fiery and 
impetuous Governor Endicott cut the 
cross from the king’s colors is one of the 
relics handed down through the line of the 
eldest sons of the family and was in the 
possession of the late secretary of war. 

He received his early education in the 
Latin school in Salem. He entered Harv- 
ard university in 1843, and was graduated 
with the class of 1847. Soon after graduat- 
ing he studied law in the office of Na- 
thaniel J. Lord, then the leading member 
of the Essex bar. and in the Harvard 
law school. He was called to the bar in 
1830, and began practice in Salem in 1851. 
He was appointed by Governor Washburn 
to a seat in the supreme court bench of 
Massachusetts in 1873. He held this posi- 
tion until 1882, when he resigned on ac- 
count of his health, and made an extended 
tour in Europe. 

He was a member of the Salem common 
council in 1852, 1853 and 1857, being presi- 
dent in the latter year. In 1857 he became 
city solicitor, which office he held until 
1864. In the state elections of 1871, 1872 
and 1873 he was a candidate for attorner 
general, and in 1870 for congress on the 
democratic ticket. In 188% he was demo- 
cratic candidate for governor of Massa- 
chusetts, but he did not appear in the 
canvass, and consequently received a 
small vote. 

In 1885 he became secretary of war in 
the cabinet of President Cleveland. 

He was a member of the Massachusetts 
Historical Society and of the board of 
overseers of Harvard college. He resign- 
ed from the Harvard corporation in 18%. 
Politically Mr, Endicott was of whig an- 
tecedents, his affiliation with the demo- 
cratic party dating from the Bell-Everet: 
campaign in 1560. 

His father was a graduate of Harvard, 
class of 1822. His maternal grandfather, 
Jacob Crowninshield, was a merchant of 
Salem and a member of congress from 1802 
to 1809. Mr. Crowninshield was appointed 
and confirmed secretary of the navy in 
Jefferson’s cabinet in 1806, but declined 
the office, preferring to remain in con- 
gress. 

Mr. Endicott, although appointed secre- 
tary of war by President Cleveland, had 
no other military experience than that of 
a captain, 

He was married December 13, 1899, to El- 
len, daughter of Colonel George Peabody, 
of Salem. His family consisted of two 
children, William C. and Mary C. His 
daughter was married November 15, 188s, 
to Joseph Chamberlain. 

The ancestral home of his family ap- 
pears to have been the well known Gen- 
eral Israel Putnam house at Salem vil- 
lage, now Danvers, under the roof tree 
of which more than 14 years before the 
inauguration of Washington were shel- 
tered his ancestors, and where lived not 
only his gféat grandfather, but his father 
and his grandfather. 


Professor John Bell Henneman, profes- 
sor of English in the University of Ten- 
nessee, is the author of an interesting ar- 
ticle on the University of Tennessee as 
an exponent of the changed conditions 
which have recently taken place in the 
character of educational work in the 
south, and from this article we quote somc 
few brief extracts, as follows: 

“Hardly any institution in the south is 
better representative of the great changes 
in the phases of education in these jast 
years than the University of Tennessee. 
More than a century old, her history goes 
back to the time when Tennessee was 
not yet a state, and the territorial gov- 
ernor gave his name to the young in- 
stitution, one of the earliest to be founded 
in the Mississippi valley. Her quiet but 
honorable existence through the century 
was that of the usual academic of ante- 
bellum days. The revival. after a closing 
for the four fateful years of war, is the 
story of a mighty struggie. The awak- 
ening to the spirit of the new education, 
active in the best American centers and 
in accord with the best endeavor of the 
rest of the cultivated world, belongs es- 
sentially to the last decade, which has 
meant everywhere marvelous things for 
the new south, industrially, intellectually 
and of a right, too, spiritually and edu- 
cationally. 

“In this modernness of spirit, in this 
constant effort to keep in closest touch 
and fullest sympathy with the truest 
ideals of education elsewhere, lies ¢: 
great work that the board of trustees, 
the president and factulty of the Univer- 
sity of Tennessee are now doing. For 
this work her officers have been specially 
trained and carefully selected; each feels 
that he is standing for a principale clearly 
perceived by himself ro which he is intel- 
ligently directing others and frequent rec- 
ognition of this work elsewhere has 
proved stimulating to greater effort. In 
the strergth and personnel of the mem- 
bers of its faculty, in the special prepa- 
ration for their particular work, in the 
intelligence with which that work is con- 
celved and ordered, the University of 
Tennessee of right hag pride—a pride 
increased in the breadth obtained by the 
correlation of the yarious subjects treat- 
ed.

trained tn- the younger universities of the 
north and east—Hopkins, Harvard, Yale, 
Amherst. Worcester, Cornell, Chicago, 
West Point. etc.; some added to their spe- 
cial academic training a wider experi- 
ence in the direction and control of other 
institutions or in executive management 
in the departments of science under the 
United States government at Washington. 

“Founded upon the older state university 
ideal current in the south before 18 from 
Virginia to Mississippi—an ideal justified 
at that time by its results—and thus be- 
longing to both old and new and passing 
from old into new, the University of Ten- 
nessee stands conspicuous among south- 
ern state institutions that have followed 
the example of the modern and more 
broadly developed state institutions lke 
Cornell university in New York and the 
University of Wisconsin in the eentral 
west. This ideal is based upon the pre- 
paratory school system of the state, pub- 
lic and private, where the student passes, 
with as little breaks as possible, from 
primary to secondary, from secondary to 
high school and so to the university, 
which offers diverse courses according to 
the needs and proposed mode of life and 
careers of the student who is to be te 
future citizen. Also like Cornell and 
Wisconsin, these opportunities and privi- 
leges are offered not only to the young 
men of Tennessee and the south in their

showing the registration by wards and 
country precincts of those entitled to take 
part in the white primary election and 
reformatory prison election, which occurs 
next Tuesday. 

There are exactly 12,280 white citizens 
who may cast thelr ballots in the primary 
election and 10,055 white and colordt 
voters entitled to vote either for or 
against the establishment of a reforma- 
tory prison in the county for youthful 
criminals. 

The present registration is greater by 
more than 3,000 names than the largest 
registration within the past ten years. 
The largest registration before this year 


“was during the now famous prohibition 


election. which occured in the late 


eighties. 

The registration books for the reforma- 
tory election closed on the evening of 
April 30th, while those for the white pri- 
mary election closed about 9 o'clock last 
Saturday evening. Since that time Coun- 
tv Tax Collector A. P. Stewart and his 
clerks have been busy arranging the 
names by wards so that the ward lists 
might be ready for the poll managérs and 
clerks as soon as possible. 

Managers and Clerks Named. 

The work was completed last evening 
after 8 o’clock. The lists for the polls 
will be ready in a short time. Ordinary 

H. Hulsey has already named the 
managers and clerks for the reformatory 
election. which is to occur the same day 
with the primary election, and the coun- 
ty commissioners have also arranged for 
the polling places for the reformatory 
election. 

Both white and colored citizens are to 
take part in the reformatory election. 

Several days ago the county executive 
committee appointed the managers and 
clerks for the white primary election and 
also secured the places for holding the 
primary in the various wards and pre- 
cincts. Little remains to be done now 
except to get the details in shape. 

The reformatory prison election is sepa- 
rate and distinct from the white primary 
election, but the polling places have been 
selected, with a view to the convenience 
of the voters who will take part in both. 
The polls will be located as close to- 
gether as possible so that citizens desiring 
to vote in both the reformatory election 
and the primary will not be compelled to 
take unnecessary steps. 

Sixth’s Good Showing. 


The figures showing the voting strength 
of each ward in the city will doubtless be 
read with considerable interest, as much 
speculation has been rife as to the number 
of names each ward would register this 
year, More than ordinary interest has 
centered about the showing to be made 
by both the second and sixth wards. 

These are the two most densely popu- 
lated wards in Atlanta, and it was esti- 
mated that both were entitled to about 
1.99 voters each. The table shows that 
the second has gone beyond that figure 
by 126 names, while the sixth in only four- 
teen names behind the number of voters 
to which it is entitled. 

The sixth ward, therefore, is exactly 130 
Names behind its rival, the second. When 
the registration books first opened, the 
sixth appeared to be unusually slow in 
registering voters, but toward the last and 
after the branch office of the tax collect- 
or’s office was established on the north 
side. the sixth began to push forward ‘in 
the matter of registration, and will doubt- 
less poll a vote to the perfect satisfaction 
of the politicians who have looked to it 
@nxiously during the past few weeks. 

Very few of the wards have fallen off 


to any appreciable extent since the last~ 


county election, which occurred two years 
ago, and it is believed by those who are 
taking any considerable interest in the 
matter that there will be a large vote cast 
at the polls next Tuesday.

NO REPORT MADE ON BRAIN 


Story of Why Nothing Has Been 
Heard of Flanagan’s Brain. 


PATHOLOGIST WANTS PAY 


Says He Must Have $25 Before He 
Makes Report—Nobody Found 
Who Will Pay $25. 


There is a remarkable story afloat con- 
cerning the brain of Edward Flanagan, 
the murderer who died in the DeKalb 
county jail. 

The brain of the prisoner was removed 
for the purpose of determining whether 
or not it was normal. It was believed that 
& post mortem examination of the brafn 
tissue would settle the question as to tne 
sanity of the man, for upon that question 
rested the entire case, which created so 
much comment and a hard legal fight af- 
ter Flanagan had shot and killed two 
women, 

After causing sensation after sensation 
during his lifetime, Flanagan dead, is now 
mixed up with pathuwiogy in a most pe- 
cullar way. 

It will be remembered that on the day 
after Flanagan died the brain was re- 
moved by physicians and the statement 
given out that within two or three weeks 
a report would be made showing the con- 
dition of the brain before the man died. 
This report was expected with no little 
curiosity, for opinion, both with the laity 
and sthe medical, had widely differed as 
to Flanagan’s soundness of mind. 

Not only have two or three weeks, but 
nearly aS many months passed by and 
no report has ever been given out. 

It was for the purpose of ascertaining 


what was causing this long delay about 


| 


so important and interesting a matter 
that a reporter of The Constitution made 
some inquiries yesterday morning. 

Flanagan’s brain is in New York city. 
It was sent there to an expert pathologist 
with instructions to analyze and report. 
“After the pathologist had analyzed he 
sent word to Atlanta that he was ready 
to report, but would first like to have a 
remittance of $25 by way of compensa- 
tion. 

It is said the expert pathologist stated 
he could not make any cut price, as it 
Was against the ethics of his profession. 

So far. nobody has vapressed $25 worth 
of curiosity about Flanagan’s mental con- 
dition. The brain is still in New York 
with the expert pathyiogist, and he will 
likely keep it along with his report until 
somebody concludes to expend the ethical 
amount of $25. 

That the report will be well filled with 
technicalities can be safely stated, and if 
any person cares to know how Flanagan’s 
mind compared with the average men- 
tality of mankind, he can secure that in- 
formation for $25 and a postage stamp.

PEACE IN CHATHAM COUNTY 


Solicitor! Osborne Withdraws His 
Protest Before Committee. 


MEETING WAS SET FOR TOMORROW 


The Action of Solicitor Osborne Has 
Saved the State Committee 
Some Trouble, 


Solicitor W. W, Osborne, of the Eastern 
circuit, yesterday withdrew his appeal to 
the state democratic committee to inter- 
vene in the Chatham covnty solicitorship 
fight. The cajl for the meeting of the 
state committee, which was to have assem- 
bled in ‘this city on Saturday morning, 
has been revoked by Vice Chairman L. T. 
Brown, and the members of that commit- 
tee will, therefore, leave the Chatharn 
county contest entirely with the Savannah 
committee. 

Vice Chairman Brown was notified from 
Savannali by telegram yesterday that the 
services of the state committee would not 
be required, and he at once issued the 
following notice to each member of the 
committee in the state: 

Headquarters State Democrati: Executive 
Committse, Atlanta, Ga., May 10, i900.— 
Having this day been officially notified that 
the appeal entered by Hon. W. W. Os- 
borae fron the action of the damocratic 
executive committee of Chatham county has 
been withdrawn, 1 do hereby revoke the 
call heretofore issued for the ra-convening 
of the state democratic executive committee 
on the |2th day of May, 1900.

Committee, 

The return of peace in Chatham saves 
the members of the state committee the 
trouble and expense of coming to Atlanta 
to conside: a protest which was looked 
upon as purely local in nature. Had the 
committee convened at the time appoint- 
ed, it is a matter of doubt to a great 
many that the raembers would have in- 
terfered after all with the rules as laid 
down by the Chatham county executive 
committee. 

The opportunity for interference, if it 
Was decided, after consideration by the 
committee, that such opportunity existed, 
presented objections evea to a majority 
of the members who requested the cail 
of the meeting. By the turn which things 
have taken in Chatham at the eleventh 
hour it is felt that nothing has been lost 
lo the candidates in that county, while 
the party all over the state has been sav- 
ed the unpleasantness of hearing the re- 
cital of grievances attendant on a heaied 
campaign. 

The race for the solicitorship between 
W. W. Osborne and W. C. tiartiidge has 
in the meantime lost none of its activity 
by tha -oncessions made by both factions. 
lt has. pecn agreed that ‘I. M, Cuuning- 
ham, Jr., of Savannah, shall act as ref- 
eree in connection with the purging ot 
the registration list. Tne suggestion was 
agreed to by both parties, and no name 
can now be dropped from the list without 
the consent of the arbiter. Soiiciter Os- 
borne has keen allowed one man of his 
way of thinking at each ballot box, while 
Judge Hartridge is to have more than one. 
This alleged discrimination on the part 
of the county committee 1s the basis for 
what further protest the Csburne people 
are making, and this feature promises to 
figure in a lively fasnion while the cam- 
paign lasts. 

A leading member of the state commit- 
tee in speaking of the notice revoking the 
call for the ineetine stated that he was 
glad the Savannah protest had been with- 
drawn; that the committee, after conven- 
ing, migat rot have accomplished any- 
thing other than bringing a disturbing 
element into the harmony which charac- 
terizes the democracy of the state.

Will Fight Claims of County for 
Back Taxes 


COUNTY TO BE ENJOINED 


Judge Lumpkin Has Signed Temporary 
Restralning Order 


HEARING WILL BE HAD ON 19TH 


County Alleges Insurance Company 
Owes $42,000 as Back Taxes, 
and Contemplated a Levy 
if No Agreement Was 
Reached. 


The time limit set by the board of coun- 
ty commissioners for the- adjustment of 
claims of back taxes said to be due the 
county by corporations, expired yester- 
day. Several companies have taken up 
the matter with the county attorney look- 
ing to a settlement, but the Atlanta Home 
Insurance Company will take the matter, 
so far as it is affected, into the courts for 
final adjustment. 

Representatives of both the Southern 
Bell Telephone and Telegraph Company 
and the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany have conferred with County Attior- 
ney L. Z. Rosser and will have until to- 
morrow to submit some kind of propost- 
tion. The Atlanta Home Insurance Com- 
pany and the county have been unable to 
reach an agreement and that company 
was given until today at 2 o’clock to have 
a final conference with the county at- 


torney. 

If no adjustment had been offered at 
or before that hour the county tax col- 
lector was to make a levy upon the com- 
pany and advertise the property for sale 
to satisfy the fi. fas. issued against it. 

This plan, however, will not be carried 
out. The Atlanta Home Insurance Com- 
pany, through its counsel, presented a pe- 
tition for injunction against the county to 
Judge J. H. Lumpkin, presiding officer 
of the Fulton superior court, at a late 
hour yesterday afternoon and a temporary 
injunction was granted. 

Court To Make Adjustment. 


This petifion will be filed in the court 
this morning and the county officers who 
would have had charge of the proposed 
levy will be served with copies of the tem- 
porary restraining order. This proceeding 
will, of course, put an end temporarily 
to the plan of proceeding against the 
company to collect the amount alleged by 
the county to be due it as back ‘taxes and 
the court will be called upon to make 
an adjustment of the matter. 

In granting the temporary injunction 
against the county, Judge Lumpkin is- 
sued an order that the defendants show 
cause before him on the morning of the 
19th why the prayers of the petitioners 
should not be granted. 

The county claims that the Atlanta 
Home Insurance Company owes in the 
neighborhood of $42,000 for back taxes and 
the proceedings which were instituted 
looked toward the collection of that 
amount. The company, it is understood, 
had offered to pay $2,500 as a settlement 
in full of all claims against it for back 
taxes, but the county attorney declined 
to accept the proposition and asked that 
a better one be made. 

The county contended that if the insur- 
ance company owed anything for back 
taxes, it was more than the amount of- 
fered in settlement. The board of county 
commissioners during the last session of 
that body, at the suggestion of .Commis- 
sioner Forrest Adair, took up the mat- 
ter and decided that active steps toward 
making a collection of all back taxes said 
to be owing the county be instituted at 
once and the 10th of the month was agreed 
upon as the last day upon which proposi- 
tions concerning tax claims would be con- 
sidered. 


Matter Will Be Settled. 


At first the commissioners appeared to 
wish to avoid litigation, but at the meet- 
ing of the board held last week several 
of the members intimated that it might 
be best to take the matter into the courts 
and have it settled for all time. While 
the county seemed averse to taking $2,500 
in settlement of the claim against the in- 
Surance company, it was understood that 
it was willing to agree on $25,000. The 
insurance company, however. appeared 
unwilling to pay that amount, and the 
matter has been in much that shape since. 

The Savings, Building and Loan As- 
sociation has made settlement with the 
county for claims of back taxes within 
the past few days, the amount agreed 
upon being $300. This the county consid- 
ered adequate on the showing made by 
the company while negotiating with the 
county attorney regarding the matter. 

Judge Spencer R. Atkinson, one of the 
legal representatives of the Atlanta Home 
Insurance Company, declined to go into 
details concerning the matter when ques- 
tioned about it last evening, but stated 
that the company would take it into the 
courts for adjustment. 

He said that a petition for injunction 
had been presented to Judge Lumpkin 
and that a temporary restraining order 
had been signed, which, he stated, would 
be filed in the clerk's Office at an early 
hour this morning. Judge Atkinson in- 
timated that he was not averse to talkinz 
of the matter. but he was then too busy 
to do more than state what had occurred 
during the day. 

Considerable interest centers about the 
final outcome of the matter, and further 
developments will doubtless be awaited 
with interest by those who have kept in 
touch with the efforts of the county to 
collect tax claims.

Orr’s Courtroom. 


HE WAS HELD FOR LARCENY 


Climbed Up Perpendicular Walls to 
Second Story of the Building.

After the justice had 
decided to hold him for trial, the negro 
was put into a small court in the rear of 
the courtroom, as it was inconvenient to 
send him to the Tower at that time. 

The court in which Matthews was placed 
is about three feet wide and twenty feet 
long, being surrounded on all sides by 
perpendicular walls. About twenty feet 
up is a window leading into the rear por- 
tion of the second floor of the Keely Com- 
pany store. 

About a half hour after the negro was 
bound over, Justice Orr decided to trans- 
fer him to jail, and a baliiff went into the 
court for the purpose of securing the 
prisoner. Matthews was missing, and a 
search thiough the courtroom falled to 
locate him. The front door had been 
watched all this time, and the court offi- 
cilals were certain that he had not slipped 
past them. 

A careful examination of the courtyard 
showed how the negro had escaped. He 
had climbed up the door facing to the 
sill of the transom, and then by standing 
upright and making a careful jump, was 
able to catch hold of a window overhead. 
After securing a foothold on the sili of 
the window on the second story, it was 
an easy matter to step along a ledge and 
into an open window of the Keely Com- 
pany. 

As he went through the window he was 
seen, and to inquiries stated that a lady, 
having lost a mocking bird, had sent him 
efter it. He then walked through the 
store, going cut the Whitehall street en- 
trance. 

The police department was nuvotified of 
the escape directly after the negro had 
been missed, and the members of the force 
were instructed to arrest him on sight. 
After having risked a fall to the cement 
floor of the court, however, it is hardly 
probable that the negro would remain in 
tLe city after making his escape.

INDICATE SLIGHT INCREASE.

Replies t© Queries Copcerning the 
Cotton Crop. 

Savannah, Ga., May 10.—(Special.)—Mr. 
Gardner E. Dickinson, of the Savannah 
cotton exchange, has received replies to 
important queries with regard to the com- 
ing cotton crop from more than 200 points 
in Georgia, Alabama and Mississippi, and 
from a number of central cotton points in 
North and South Carolina and Florida. 
The answers to Mr. Dickinson's questions 
give an important insight into the status 
and condition of the new crop in these 
states. 

Mr. Dickinson made it a point to send 

is queries to the most re lable cottun 
growers in each section and the results 
are important and interesting. 

Taken as a, whole the reports indicate 
that there will be an increase of about 10 
per cent in this year’s crop over that of 
last year. They show that fully 10 to 20 
per cent more fertilizer has been used, 
and in some instances it qns as high as 
25 per cent. They indicate that as a rule 
the farmers are in an exceptionally good 
financial condition and that very little 
cotton remains in the warehouses at this 
time. For instance Greenville, Miss., re- 
ports 500 bales on hand, whereas at this, 
time last year that p.ace had 4,000 bales? 
This, Mr. Dickinson gays, may be taken 
as an illustration of the situation at other 
points. 

With few exceptions ali of the reports 
indicate that the weather has been un- 
favorable for planting, especially on ac- 
count of rain, and that the planting asa 
rule is trom ten to twenty-five days late. 

The reports from Georgia, Alabama and 
M.ss.ssippl are practically complete, em- 
bracing al] the important cotton points. 
About fifty points in Georgia were heard 
from. These tndicate that the acreage is 
increased 12 per cent; that p.anting is ten 
days late; that 18 per cent more fertilizer 
Was used; weather wet; financial cuondi- 
tion of farmers good: that the amount 
of cotion remaining on farms, in gia- 
houses and at stations igs about one-fourth 
the amvuunt remaining last year, and that 
the mills are supp.ied into July. 

In Alabama the reports point to a 10 
per cent increase in acreage; that plant- 
ing commenced April l4th, ten days Jater 
than uSual; 2U per cent more fertilizer 
will be used; weather wet and the finan- 
cial condition of farmers good, ang tnat 
the stock remaining is about one-fourth 
the amount of last year. 

Mississippi shows an {increase of 5 per 
cent in acreage over iast year, planting 
ten days late; no more fertilizer used; 
weather wet; farmers flush, and the stock 
remaining a quarter of that last year. 
The increase in acreage in North Carolia 
is 10 per cent; planting ten days late; 10 
per cent more fertilizer used. The iIn- 
crease in South Carolina’s acreage is 8 
per cent; planting ten days late; no more 
rertilizer yred than last year. In all 
these states farmers have suffered from 
fertilizers washing out and also from a 
lack of seed and farm labor.

not deemed adequate for its remedy. Even 
same of those who decry lynching and 
wish to have punishment meted out ac- 
cording to law, are clamoring for some 
new method of procedure and punish- 
ment, which shall not only swiftly anni- 
hilate the criminal, but strike terror to 
the ignorant and criminals of the race. 

“From all this it will be seen that I 
deem the question of ‘crimes against wo- 
men’ perpetrated by negroes as a branch 
only, although the acutest and extremest 
instance, of a much wider subject—inter- 
racial crime, in the south, and that the 
punishment of these crimes is interwoven 
with and takes tone from the elements of 
race antipathy and race conflict which 
lie behind the relations between two races 
of unequal development, capacity and mo- 
rality, ard clothed by law with equal 
rights, political and personal, and en- 
tirely incapable by nature of assimilation 
ir being evolved into one homogeneous 
people. 

“The man, or set of men, who will 
write down lynching in the south as the 
mere outbreak of lawlessness and who 
fails to appreciate the position of the 
scattered whites in the black belt, with 
their unprotected wives and daughters, 
who does not realize somewhat the feel- 
ing that a white man of this section has 
when he learns that. his neighbor's wife 
or daughter has been assaulted by some 
brutal negro and who sees in it the men- 
ace of his own -home before undertaking 
to discuss the problem will have failed 
to put himself in a position to fairly judge 
before he condemns. 

“From this point of view, however, rec- 
ognizing that such conditions exist and 
realizing how many who now condemn 
Iynchings would fail in the event of an 
experience brought home, to refrain from 
swift punishment of the offender, we can- 
not afford for the sake of ourselves and 
for the future of the two races to accept 
this ultra legal method of punishment or 
any legally enacted methods which are 
akin to it. as a remedy for the evil. 

“That punishment except after a fair 
trial by the regular courts should be re- 
pudiated as a proper remedy for any 
crime will, I think. on reflection be con- 
ceded. 

‘). It utterly discredits the courts and 
the laws. It implies either the laws are 
inadequate or that the courts cannot be 
relied on to enforce them. 

“2. It directs attention from the crime 
by directing attention to the lawlessness 
of the punishment. It creates a certain 
sympathy for the victim of Judge Lynch. 
even among those who abhor the crime 
and the criminal. Among the members 
of his own race there are but few who do 
not»regard the lynched rapist as a victim 
and not a felon and who do not forget his 
offense in the menace to their race. 

‘3. It brutalizes the white community 
which indulges in it. 

‘4. It stirs up race antagonism even 
with the law abiding. 

“6. It break down every safeguard 
against confounding the innocent with the 
guilty, and tmperils the luckless victim of 
circumstances or of the mistake of a ter- 
rifled woman and an infuriated mob. 

“Are, then, the existing legal remedies 
for the punishment of inter-racial crimes 
and especially those against women suffi- 
clent and can any change be made in 
them which would satisfy those who ad- 
vocate lynching to rely on them and on 
the courts for punishing those who vio- 
late these laws? 

“The punishment for rape in all the 
southern states, so far as I am informed, 
is death. Certain it is that such is the 
punishment in states where lynching oc- 
curs. No greater punishment—that is no 
punishment attended with circumstances 
of cruelty—ought to be adopted. Respect 
for the opinion of the civilized world and 
care for the brutalizing effect to be pro- 
duced on our own people would forbid. 

“Besides. where punishment is too ex- 
treme it defeats its own end and juries 
and judges either shrink from inflicting 
it or sympathy with the sufferine of the 
felon makes the crime appear less grave. 

“The two great reasons urged for the 
reeort to ertraivdicial means are: 

“1. The delay of legal punishment. 

“2. The protection of the victim of the 
assault from the ordeal of the witness 
chair. 

“A certain amount of delay is essential 
to the proper judicial ascertainment of 
any fact. 

“A fair administration of justice {1s 
more important to the community in the 
respect it creates and teaches for law 
and order than any other factor of our 
civilization. 

“It is true that in many of the south- 
ern states, if not all, provisions of law 
exist enabling the indees of the criminal 
courts to call special terms to try crimi- 
nals and indict offenders, but 
often such laws are not mandatory, nor 
is provision made for supplying the place 
of the regular judge in event of his ab- 
sence or other inability to act immediate- 
ly. Where such laws do not exist or are 
not put in motion, often long periods 
elapse between regular terms of the court 
and delay ensues in the trial of offend- 
ers. Where such laws do not exist they 
should be enacted and in all cases of 
rape, murder or arson they should re- 
quire the calling of a term to promptly 
try the accused. ; 

“It is now the general law of all south- 
ern states that the accused except on his 
own application for change o venue, 
must be tried in the county where the 
crime occurs. Often the judge will be 
holding court at the time, or in a few 
days, in another county conveniently 
near to the county where the crime is 
committed. The laws might well pro- 
vide that such offender could be indicted 
and tried in any county of the judicial 
circuit where court was pending or would 
be held within a short time, in the dis- 
cretion of the judge. The objections 
which suggest themselves to this course 
are not serious, and could be easily ob- 
viated. 

“The judge in: whose jurisdiction such 
crimes occur should of his own notion, 
or on notice from the governor, convene 
the court to try the cause within a lim- 
ited number of days after notice of the 
crime. If he be absent or unable to act 
another judge could be designated by the 
governor. The judge, at the time of call- 
ing the term of court, should assign 
counsel to defend the accused in the 
event he had not employed counsel. 

“Provision might be made for an ap- 
plication to the appellate court in the 
first instance, if then in session, for a 
change of venue, or continuance because 
of public excitement if 
such course existed and if the appellate 
court was in session, and the application 
was not made to it, the decision of the 
lower court’ on such application to be 
final. All other motions to continue 
should be addressed to the trial judge 
and his decision on such motion not to 
be subject of appeal. (This is now the 
rule of the federal courts as to continu- 
ances.) All writs of error to the appellate 
court should be made and _ perfected 
within twenty days from the date of 
trial unless the trial judge for cause ex- 
tends the time and the case should be 
heard as preferred cases by the supreme 
court under such rules for speeding the 
— and decision as they suouldd deem 
it. 

“These suggestions as to the time within 
which writs cof error should be taken in 
criminal cases is now in the main idea the 
law in the state of Georgia. The supreme 
court of that stdte is required to dispose 
of criminal appeals as preferred cases.e A 
calendar of criminai appeals is made up 
every two weeks while tha court is in 
session, and, suspending the civil docket, 
the court hears and decides the appeals so 
docketed. All criminal cases reaching the 
court since the last calendar was made up 
are put on the succeeding calendar and 
heard, so that crimina! appeals are fre- 
quently neard and determined in a few 
weeks after the trial in the court below. 

“Of course, a rapid machinery for crim- 
inal <triais does not do away witn ne 
right to insist on continuanees, nor does 
it dispense with thé right of a lawyer to 
demand that the prisoner be confronted 
with his alleged victim, if her testimony 
is to be used. Nor can it preven: ail de- 
lay. It can, however, take away one of 
the aliegel reasons for‘extra legal meth- 
ods of dealing with crime, and by a2 course 
of intelligent and rapid administration in 
crimes where it is not interfered with for 
reasons essential to securing a fair trial, 
aid in secvring reliance on it in all cases. 

“Another reason assigned for not allow- 
ing the orJdinarp criminal procedury t9 
deal with assaults on woinen fs that no 
white woran should be subjected to the 
ordeal of rehearsing the crime committed 
— her by a negro before a court and 

‘‘rhis plea will not carry the same force 
to one who does not fully understand the 
feeling of the southerner towurd raca 
purity. 

“But the trouble with is is that it as- 
sumes that it is better that an innocent 
person should be convicted than that an 
Quiraged woman should suffer by the re- 
hearsal of her wrong. 

“The negro race has caused her undoing,

tial principles, it should be. 

“Provision might be made that on appli- 
cation of the party assailed, or of the 
state’s attorney, the judge might have 
her testimony taken before him, the pris- 
oner and his counsel and the prosecuting 
attorney alone being present, and sucoa 
testimony so taken to be read to the jury. 

“The prisoner could not complain of this. 
as it would be to his. advantuge. He 
would be confronted with the. witness in 
the presence of the judge, who could rule 
on all legal questions raised, and yet her 
absence from the courtroom wouid tend 
to allay prejudice against the peeomes. 

“As a meang of securing the punish- 
ment of criminals of this ciass according 
to law it is important that measures 
should also be taken to prevent, if pos- 
sipie, their, failing into the hands of 
bodies of men who are not under the con- 
trol of officers of the law. .The sheriff 
and other arresting officérs should be re- 
quired tq take charge of the search for 
and arrest of such criminals. Where dif- 
ferent bedies of men go in pursult of a 
fugjtive the sheriff or hig deputies should 
accompany each body and it should be re- 
quired that said bodies sitould be formal- 
ly sworn in as posses and a memorandum 
of the names of the persons composing 
each body made by the officers accom- 
panying the same. In this way it would 
be known who constituted the respective 
bodies searching for the offender and by 
whom he was arrested. 

“Where uw person was arrested by any 
such body of men and was not delivered 
into custody of a jailer it might be well 
to provide that the sheriff suffering a 
prisoner to be taken from the hands of 
himself or deputy, or of the jailer, after 
delivery shou.d be removed from office 
by the governor upon the ascertainment 
of that fact. 

“It has been attempted in some states 
in the south, notably in South Carolina, 
to secure the punishment of criminals of 
this character through the courts by pro- 
viding penalties to be recovered against 
the county in which a lynching occurs, 
these penalties to be recovered by a sult 
in the courts. Experience has shown that 
this law, however, does not act as a 
remedy for the reason that the juries will 
not bring in a verdict against the county 
on such a Cause of action. I do not know 
of any other state in which a similar law 
prevails and therefore it is impossible to 
any whether this state of affairs is pe- 
cullar to the jocalities in which ghe South 
Carolina law has been called into service. 
It would seem, however, that-+-a much 
more feasible remedy would be to provide 
that the governor should, with the assis- 
tance of the comptroller general and the 
treasurer of the state, upon the ascertain- 
ment of the fact that g party had been 
lynched in a county assess upon said 
county a certain per cent upon its last 
taxable return, povided that such per 
cent would raise q sum of not less than 
$5,000, the minimum amount raised In any 
event to be $5,000, and coliect the same in 
the ordinary methods used for the collec- 
tion of state taxes, such sum so collected 
to be added to the educational fund of the 
state. 

“This method would not require the 
parties who are paying the tax nor the 
community in which the en ° has oc- 
curred, themselves to levy it, which is the 
practical result of the South Carolina 
Jaw. It would vest it in the hands of offi- 
cers who rely upon the state at large and 
not upon the particular communities for 
their support, and it would be very mucn 
more certain of enforcement than would 
be any system of penalties to be enforced 
in the local courts. 

‘“‘Beyond endeavoring to render the or- 
dinary machinery of the law prompt, 
certain and efficient to deal with criminals 
of this character, and beyond endeavoring 
to remove particular objections to the use 
of ordinary processes of criminal law, 
where the same can be done without in- 
fringing the fixed principles of civil lib 
erty, it would be unwise to attempt to 
create any special procedure in this class 
of cases. Such remedies as permitting 
local officers to summon a jury of by- 


standers and summarily try a party ac- 


cused of this grievous crime, would be 
simply to legalize lynch law, and would 
be more disastrous in its general results 
both upon the body politic and upon the 
relations between the two races than the 
recurrence of such crimes as now oc- 
cassionally shock the public mind. These 
last are recognized crimes and do not 
evidence the action:of the public through 
its official organs. , The other would be 
the action of the whole people and would 
commit them to a policy in dealing with 
a crime which shocked the public sense 
in a way that would invite the extension 
of the summary system to other cases 
whenever a supposed necessity demanded 
it. It would be a specics of drumhead 
courtmartial established by law as a per- 
manent legal institution. It is better 
that a people exasperated by an atrocious 
crime should occasionally deal with it by 
extra-legal methods than that methods 
which in themselves attack the guaran- 
tees of personal liberty should find lodg- 
ment in our legal system. I do not te- 
lieve that it is possible to treat one class 
of crimes against the person in any rad- 
eee different manner than is applied to 
all. 

“I appreciate ag keenly as can anyone 
the menace hanging over the lonely far- 
mer of the south who feels when he 
leaves his home that he may return to 
find that done, to which death would be 
merciful; | have endeavored to shuw that 
the final outcome is involved with the 
solution of the general negro problem 
and have made a few suggestions ap- 
plicabie mainly to all causes and to our 
judicial system which might ameliorate 
some conditions and conduce to a reliance 
On our courts of justice. Beyond such 
remedies I do not think we can safely go. 

“We owe it to ourselves, to our children, 
to the progress of the worid, tnat we 
snouid in ail things sv conduct ourselves 
and our dealings with the rights of each 
individual of ali races, that it may be said 
Of us, that our state governments are 
bulwarks of liberty and are ‘gévernments 
not of men but of laws.’ ”

Instead of 
the nealing influenzes of peace, the spirit 
or enmity and a and strife was 
Sytematically sown. The courts of jus- 
lice bscame courts of injustice. ‘Taxes 
and pubiic debts were piled one upon the 
other, and the proceeds stolen and squan- 
cered until confiscaiion and ruin seemed 
to be the order of the day. The negro was 
laught to hate the southern white man; 
to reject his influence, and conflicts were 
incited that Outside power might be 
invcked to perpetuate the system. Can 
we wonder that the negro Cisposition and 
character at last showed signs of per- 
version and decay? 

“Yet what did we witness? Few of the 
older negroes were led into positively evil 
ways; but the younger generation, with 
the docility cf the race, were largeiy per- 
verted. When this carn®val of misgovern- 
ment Was over and responsible peop.e 
were permitted once more to participate 
in public affairs,then came too an inherit- 
ance of social and civic disorder. The 
whole condition was that of a wreck. The 
voting franchise was lodged with the in- 
competent as well as with the competent 
and in many localities the ignorant and 
incompetent were the more numerous. 
The negro race, long released from the 
restraints of law, from personal influence 
and authority and activily, taught every 
evil thought and practice, was ripe for 
the outcroppingiof crime to the full extent 
of oe me apsnnyh nod crime. 

need not enlarge on the 
punishment. We know that caer avtons s 
lynehing was unspeakabie Tage at an un- 
speakable ¢rime. It began when the offi- 
Clals were often little better in character 
than the monsters of guilt against whom 
the people vented their rage. We knew 
it was bound to arise from the planting 
we not been shocked by the awful ex- 
power on earth would have sufficed with 
the time to prevent at kast some of the 
expressions of wrath. The motive was 
two-fold—vengeance and security. Death 
was meted to a crime worse than death{ 
and security was so&eht by removing a

“In the ugnt of these facts the very 


keystone in ihe tabris of our civilization 
is une removal of causes, crimes and ir- 
reconciliabie differences from individual 
or popular, to judicial trifunals of settie- 
ment. it is the jawful, ovaerly, responsi- 
bie and ‘dispassionate admunistrativn of 
justice. Tunis is our security. Wiihout 
this, the crimes of individuais are suc~ 
ceeded by crimes of communities. Huve 
We not seen tnis? Has not the practice 
ot lynching spread? Has it not been 
laken up oy ordinarliy gocd men and 
ciuzens, froin passion and insufficient 
causes; and py luw ahd bad men for low, 
mean, vindictive and bad purposes? Have 
we not been shocked by the awful ex- 
tremes to which men have gone—exiremes 
that we thougnt impossibie for men of 
our race in any poSsivie state of rage: 

“And what nas been the result of all 
this? Suciety and the law have practic- 
ally lost their power to discriminate be- 
tween, if I may use the expression, justi- 
fiabie and unjustifiable lynching. Irregu- 
lar and lawless methods of settiement 
grow in favor. As the law is less looked 
to for protection, men become less care- 
ful in tneir choice of the offenders of tne 
law, and latteriy demoraiizing metnods 
and practices are permitied to obiain in 
their section. Can any one wonder that 
such acts have a2 baieful effect and multi- 
ply the very crimes they seek to repress: 
Can we wonder that the ignorant bel.eve 
only a part of what the :ntelligent say, 
and are easily taugat that the innocent 
negroes are the viciums of prejudice and 
passion? Do we not see that this course 
is simply cultivating crime and laying the 
foundations of a far more serious race 
hatred than that which was builded on 
false premises? That we cannot substi- 
tute force for law? And that society is 
being sacrificed by the excesses of its own 
defenders? It is propitious that we have 
this conference, non-political, non-sec- 
tional, yet called in the midst of the negro 
belt, and by southern white men, to con- 
gider the interests and well being, not of 
one race, Lut of both races. It ts. pro- 
pitious that our whole country has come 
to see the unwisdom of committing unre- 
stricted power to a crude peope to govern 
themselves. We speak of the white mans 
burden. It is but another name for the 
white man’s duty. Nowhere does that 
burden of duty devclve so heavily or in 
so complicated and painful a form as it 
does here. To the honor of the south, it 
may be said, and men appreciate it «very- 
where, that the one great difficulty in 
dealing with the negro question is the 
crime against women. The chief difficulty 
here is that men will not, and should not, 
see womanly honor abased, her poor re- 
maining life further crushed by being sub- 
jected to the ordinary forms of public 
trial. This must be obviated. Womans 
honor :nust be preserved and society must 
be preserved. A mode of punishment that 
tends t> brutalize millions of both white 
and black--a mode under which lurks 
toleration for every other infraction cf 
law that demoralizes society—inust be 
avoided. New trial laws can be devised 
for this character of crime; and the sa- 
cred dignity, delicacy and honvur of Wo- 
man can and will te encircled by the 
power of a public sentiment thot will 
brand with exclusion and punishment 
worse than death the untried brute who 
would subject her to punishment and 
shame. Justice need not involve this 
shockin rocedure. 

“The Fidiculties of reform are great, but 
the imperiled interests of society sure 
greater. No incidental advantages should 
deter us from measures of general inter- 
est and cbviovs necessity. Men say we 
lose representation in congress if the ne- 
gro does not vote. Our strength and 
safety dces not lie in a swollen represen- 
tation; but in the justica and wisdom of 
our domestic policy. The negro Knows 
his place, and he is happiest when as- 
signed t@ it. In the main, childlike and 
kindly, but superficial and negative, he is 
unfit to govern. But he is entitled to 
perfect justice. He must rest assured of 
his liberty and rights. 

“With the general policy I have out- 
lined, I believe the negro would be happy 
in peace, loyal in war, that we shall 
sustainedt by the sensible men of their 
own race, opposed practically by none, 
and that society will be composed and the 
future assured then and only when we 
have government of equal justice.”’ 


John Temple Graves, of Georgia, in a 
ten minutes’ speech, captured the crowd 
by saying after all that had been sald one 
fact was patent. “that when rape was 
committeed there would be a lynching.” 

Cockran Speaks Plainly. 

Mr. Cockran received an »vation when 
he was introduced, the applause lasting 
for five minutes. He boldly advocated the 
repeal of the fifteenth amendment to the 
federal constitution. He argued that it 
was a bad limb on the tree; that it had 
been nullified by the states; that it had 
been lynched, so to speak, by the people 
of the south. He declared that tne recon- 
cillation of the theoretical status of the 
negro, under the constitution, should be 
reconciliation with his actual status in the 
public opinion of. the country. He main- 
tained that this repeal was best for the 
negro as well as for the white man, since 
both races had to live together, to pros- 
per together, or go down together. Every 


source of irritation between the two 
should be removed and the fifteenth 
amendment was the greatest. He assert- 


ed that the path of the negro to political 
and social rights lay through their de- 
partment. 

He asserted that the path of the negro 
to political and social rights lay chrough 
the development of the unit, the indi- 
vidual, and that the only means was hy 
industrial education. He lauded the gen- 
erosity of the south for spending in 
thirty-five years after its devastation, 
and out of its poverty, over one hundred 
millions of dollars for negro education, 
and pointed out that it was the duty 
of the federal government to assist in 
preparing its wards for the duties of 
citizenship. He said that it would be 
far more defensible for the country to 
spend ten or twenty millions a year in 
helping uplift the black men of the south 
instead of one hundred millions in put- 
ting down the brown man of the east. 
He believed that the establishment of a 
Tuskegee school in every county in the 
south and the multiplication of Booker 
Washington, was the duty of national | 
government; that the white and black 
man are here and must live here and 
work out their own salvation; that the 
intelligence of the white will always 
triumph and the black man must be con- 
tent to take second place; that the in- 
terests of both races are identical and 
when one prospers both prosper; that it 
is possible for the two races to live to- 
gether and osper and that the negro 
furnishes the best labor for the south; 
that the question of suffrage shold be 
left solely to the states, but they shouid 
see that the negro should have absolute 
protection to life and property. Rape 
cannot be stopped by lynching ani the 
records show that where the lynchings 
are resorted to the crime of rape becomes 
more frequent. We must help the black 
man to become a good citizen. 

Mr. Cockran closed the meeting and the 
audience rose to their feet and fur ten 
minutes applause continued. No such 
ovation has been given a speaker at the 
conference, |

Then he repented and de- 
clined to prosecute her. He

The man had been in the county fail 
before, and was deemed mentally irre- 
sponsible for his conduct. ‘He was taken 
to Washington, D. C., and from there sent 
to the insane asylum. After being re- 
leased, he went to Alabama, and there 
met his wife. 

Dr. Green says Edwards is 
and ought to go to the asylum. 

Yesterday morning Edwards was in the 
convict shoeshop at the river alone. He 
took a rope, tied one end about his neck 
and the other to a beam in the roof, He 
stood upon a tall box when he did the 
tying about his neck. Then he kicked the 
box over. 

Three or four other convicts chanced 
to enter the shop at the time, and eut 
down the would-be suicide. Had they 
been a few minutes later they would have 
found Edwards dead. Dr. Green states 
that he was purple in the face and his 
neck was swollen. 

“T shall have Edwards sent to the state 
lunatic asylum,’’ said Dr. Green last 
night. ‘‘He is, in my opinion, of unsound 
mind. He tells me that he intends to kill 
himself the very next chance he gets. The 
man talks about his wife all the time, 
and shows every evidence of being in- 
sane.’’

AN INNOCENT MAN 
WAS FOUND GUILTY 


J, A, Baird, Late of Hibernian Rifles, 
Proves Innocence, 


HIS RECORD |S NOW CLEAR 


Baird Was Convicted of Taking Part 
in Hamlet, N. C., Affair. 


ADDITIONAL EVIDENCE BROUGHT UP 


An Order Was Issued Yesterday 
Honorably Dismissing Him from 
the State’s Service. 


———— 


J. A. Baird formerly of company C, Hi- 
bernian Rifles, and one of the men of the 
Fifth regiment convicted last fall before 
& court of inquiry of stealing in the Ham- 
let, N. C., episode, yesterday established 
beyond doubt his entire tnnocence of the 
charge and at the young man’s own re- 
quest Governor Candler directed an order 
to issue honorably discharging him from 
the service. 

Young Baird will shortly leave for New 
York city, where he goes into business, 
and it was his desire before leaving the 
state to clear himself of the charges 
which he declared all along to be un- 
founded. 

When the court of !nquiry was hearing 
evidence on the Hamlet, N. C., outrage, 
one man testified that he saw Baird come 
out of the store in the North Carolina 
town with an ax which he had stolen. 
This evidence against Baird was seeming- 
ly emphasized by the fact that he left 
town before the court of inquiry had con- 
vened, it developing afterwards that he 


had gone to Barnesville, where he had 


secured a position. 

In the face of the evidence ofthe one 
man before the court last fall, elghteen 
men of the Fifth regiment have come 
forward and testified that they saw Baird 
when the train stopped at Hamlet, N. C., 
and that he remained all the time on duty 
at one of the doors of a car where he 
had been placed Dy the officer of the 
day. 

The Hamlet, N. C., incident occurred 
last October on the return of the Atlanta 
companies from New York city, where 
they had taken part in the parade in 
honor of Admiral Dewey’s arrival. When 
the train stopped at Hamlet for a few 
minutes, a score of men, hardly apprec!- 
ating the character of the crime, alighted 
from the cars and raided the store of an 
old woman, taking a number of articles of 
value, which they carried with them to 
the train. As soon as the matter had 
become known to the officers the goods 
were promptly collected and left at the 
station below Hamlet to be returned to 
their owner. . 

Half a dozen men of the _ regiment, 
whose names by the way have never been 
given out, were convicted of participation 
in the affair by the evidence taken 
through the court of inquiry. They were 
dismissed from, the service and among 
the number dismissed was J. A. Baird. 

Young Baird was summoned at the time 
to appear before the ceurt, but he failed 
to show up and the evidence against him 
was considered good .enough to warrant 
his being included in the list of the guilty 
ones. The additional evidence from eight- 
enn men of the regiment shows that the 
charge against young Baird -was false. 
The order issued yesterday by direction of 
the governor amends the finding of the 
court so far as Baird is concerned and 
grants him in addition and honorable dis- 
charge from the service of the state. 


ROCK STREET CONCURRED IN. 


Aldermanic Board Approves of the 
Grant by Council—Many Mat- 
ters Disposed Of. 


The ordinance granting the Collins Park 
and Belt railroad the right to lay a line 
of single track from the intersection of

CIRCUIT COURT 
TO DECIDE CLAIM 


State’s Case Agiinst Express Company 
To Be Heard Wednesday. 


MEANS MONEY TO SHIPPERS 


Court Must Decide Who Is To Pay 
the War Tax on Receipts. 


SUPREME COURT DECISION OVERREACHED 


Attorney General Terrell Goes to 
New Orleans Tuesday To Argue 
Case for Commission. 


The case of the state railroad commis- 
sion against the Southern Express Com- 
pany, invoiving the right of the former to 
compel the loiter to put the one-cent 
revenue stump on express receipts, will 
be argued before the United States court 
of appeals at New Orleins next Wednes- 
day. 

Attorney General J. M. Terrell was noti- 
fied yesterday by the clerk of the court 
that the case had been set for nearing 
May 16th, and the atterney general, uc- 
ccmpanied by Judge 8. R. Atkinson. of 
the railroad commission, will appear for 
the stats on that day. The suit is one of 
the most important to the merchants of 
Georgia of uny in recent years, as it 
Means the saving of thousands of dollars 
annually to the state should the rule of 
the railroad commission be sustained. The 
Supreme court of the United States in a 
decision several months ago held the ship- 
per liable for the payment of the tax, 
thereby exempting the express company. 
The case in which the people of Georgia 
are interested involves the legal right of 
the railroad commission to compel the 
express companies in the state to furnish 
the stamps for al] interstate shipments. 

Atvorney General Terrell is not san- 
guine of a favorable outcome for the 
etate’s claim, but he goes to New Orleans 
next week confident of the logic of his 
position, and determined to make the best 
showing possible. 

How the Case Originated. 

Over a year ago several prominent ship- 
pers in Georgia lodged cumplaint with the 
railroad commission against the action of 
the Southern Express Company in requir- 
ing shippers to furnish the stamp which 
the wur tax of congress requires all ex- 
press companies to ix to all receipts, Af- 
cer considering the complaint, the com- 


mission passed a rule ordering express- 


companies doing business in the state to 
furnish without cost to the shipper the 
necessary stamps for all introstate ship- 
ments. A number of stuckholders of the 
Southern Express Company fled a bill in 
the United States district court at Macon 
asking ior an injunction aga.nst the 
Georgia commission enfercing its rule, 
and against the Southern HaApress Com- 
pany obeying the same. The case was 
argued vefore Judge Speer last fall, and 
the injunctton prayed for was granted by 
the court. The railroad commission then 
appealed to the. circuit court of New Or- 
leans. A case involving sotue of the 
points of the Georgia suit was then pend- 
ing before the supreme court, and’ on 
the advice of the circuit court the euse of 
the Georgia commission was postponed. 
The supreme court derided the case before 
that tribunai in favor of the express com- 
panies. 

The point, however, not decided by the 
court of last resort which is to come up 
before the circuit court next week is the 
right of the Georgia railroad commission 
to require the express companies to fur- 
nish the stamps. 

The Southern Express Company will be 
represented at New Orleans next Wed- 
nesdap by Frank H. Miller, of Augusta, 
and Fleming duBignon, of Savannah, 
while the Georgia commission will . be 
represented by Attorney Gencral Juseph 
M. Terrell, assisted by Judge Spencer R. 
Atkinson, of the commission,

Washington took 
refuge in Georgia, coming to Clay county, 
where he was arrested shortly after his 
arrival by the sheriff on the charge of 
carrying concealed weapons. The real 
status in the eyes of Alabama law was 
unknown to the Clay county authorities 
and he was convicted on the charge 
brought against him and sentenced to 
ten months in the chaingang. Governor 
Johnston has been informed of the arrest 
of Thomas Washington in Clay county, 
but he reiterated his demand yesterday 

for the prisoner.

Washington to the Alabama authorities.

WANTS DEED CANCELED 


Thomason Says Transfer of Property 
Was Pretended. 


HE SEEKS THE AID OF COURTS 


Judge Lumpkin Issues Temporary 
Restraining Order and Sets 
Hearing of the Matter. 


Charging that H. H. Newton had made 
a pretended transfer of certain property 
to his wife in order to prevent. certain 
land from being levied upon to satisfy 
a judgment. A. J. Thomason, through 
his attorneys, McElreath & McElreath, 
yesterday filed suit in the superior court 
against H. H. Newton, Mrs. Esther J. 
Newton and G. W. Nagle, of New York. 

The petition sets forth that-in T89é H. 
H. Newton borrowed $900 from G. W. 
Nagle, of New York, and gave as security 
forty-five acres of land on Peachtree 
creek. The amount was payable in 1901, 
together with interest. In April of lust 
year, continues the petition, Newton, for 
valued received, executed a note to J. 
W. Hoxie for $135.45, payable on June 6, 
1899, with interest at § per cent. 

The petition states that in May of 1899 
Hoxie transferred this note, for consider- 
ation, to the petitioner and that as soon 
as it became due he demanded yment. 
He avers this was refused and in De- 
cember of last year he says he notified 
Newton that he would sue to collect the 
amount. According to the petition he 
entered suit in the city court against 
Newton, as maker, and Hoxie as indorser, 
and in March of this year received judg- 
ment for the amount of the principal, to- 
gether with $9.93 interest. 

He alleges that on January %, 1900, after 
he had demanded payment, Newton made 
a deed conveying the land to his wife, 
the deed setting forth that the consid- 
eration was $1,400. He charges that it 
was a conspiracy to keep him from levy- 


ing on the land and alleges that they are 


trying to dispose of the land to another 
party. He preres the court to canvel 
the deed and declare equitable title to the 
land to be in H.

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F. C. French Acts Mysteriously 
About Goods in Express Office. 


| THREE ARRESTS ARE MADE

Roberts and Luke Parker 
Are Locked Up with 
French. 


George 


Sergeant Bedford and City Detectives 
Ivy and Wootten made’three arrests last 
night as the outcome of an investigation 
of what was believed to be some créoked 
work by parties who had shipped goods 


through the express office. 

The persons were F. C. French, George 
Roberts and Luke Parker. French seems 
to be, however, the only one to blame, 
if there has really been anything wrong, 
which is as yet a matter of doubt. 

Yesterday afternoon George Roberts 
went to the office of the express compa- 
ny and presented an order for some goods 
shipped to “J. H. Smith,”’ from Tusca- 
loosa. Ala. The express people became 
suspicious, as Roberts appeared to be 
drinking, and they put the matter in the 


hands of the city detectives. 
Roberts was arrested and locked up. 


He stated. after being in a cell, that he 
did not wish to stay in prison for what 
other people had done, and told: the de- 
tectives that F. C. French and Luke Par- 
ker were the cause of the trouble and 
if anything was crooked they were the 


guilty persons. 

Detectives Wootten and Ivy went in 
search of the two persons named by Rob- 
erts. The police were notified and Pa- 
trolmen Jeff Whitley and Tippen arrested 
Parker and French. 

French exclatmed as soon as he was 
taken to the’ police barracks: 

“TI am to blame for everything, and if 
anybody is to be locked up I am the 
man.”’ 

Later French stated to the detectives 
that he had received the goods at the 
expre@s office from some of the men 
who were arrested in Birmingham on the 
charge of assassinating two policemen. 
He said he had never seen the goods. The 
stuff had been first shipped by the men 
who owned it under the name of J. H. 
Smith. 

“The goods were given me,” said 
French, “at Tuscaloosa, where they were 
held at the express office under the name 
of J. H. Smith. I came here and ordercd 
them shipped to Atlanta In care of a 
relative. but they were shipped to J. 
H. Smith. I knew [I couldn’t get them 
out of the office. so I gave an order to 
Roberts which was signed J. H. Smith. 
I meant nothing crooked.’’ 

The goods consist of two shotguns and 
two bicycles. The officers told French 
that there were burglars’ tools in the col- 
lection. but if this is true the detectives 
have kept the matter qulet. 

Parker denies knowing anything at ail 
about the transaction. 

Roberts was too drunk to make a state- 
ment. 

The matter is still under investigation 
by the detectives and the authorities in 
Birmingham may be communicated with 
today. 

All three prisoners are young men well 
known in Atlanta.

CITY LIFE’S MISERIES TOLD 
IN A DOUBLE SUICIDE 


The New York Herald tells the follow- 
ing story of desperation in a crowded 
city: 

“Come unto me, all ye that labor and 
are heavy laden and I will give you 
rest.’”’ 

It was in this quotation from the Bible 
that Martin Arnow and his wife, Sophia, 
found consolation while preparing to 
take their lives yesterday. Weary and 
heavy laden with the cares of this world. 
they ended it all with gas. Sitting in two 
rocking chairs, face to face, a gas tube 
in the mouth of each, the aged people 
were found dead yesterday afternoon in 
the kitchen of their apartments on the 
third floor of the four-story brown stone 
dwelling, at No. 486 Chauncey § street, 
Brooklyn. 

Martin Arnow was sixty-six years old. 
His wife was two years his junior. Had 
the husband not been afraid to make the 
journey into the dark\ valley of death 
alone he would have énded his earthly 
career during the Christmas holidays. 
His wife was not prepared to accompany 
him then, not that she loved life any bet- 
ter than her husband, whose joys and 
sorrows she had shared for close on to 
forty years, but, as she stated 
presence of a friend of the family, “‘It 
was Christmastide, the season of ‘peace 
on earth, good will toward men.’ ”’ 

‘Wait, Martin,’ she was heard to say 
to her husband at that time, “until the 
holidays are past, and then I will ac- 
company you on that dark journey. I 
cannot let you go alone.’ Yesterday the 
faithful wife said to her husband, “I am 
ready. Let us go.’’ There was no neces- 
sity for the disheartened husband to 
ask of his wife the meaning of her words.

For four months he had waited pa- 
tiently for just such a message from 
her. Together they placed their house 
in readiness for the coming of death. 


|The floors were swept, furniture dusted, 


the birds fed and watered, funeral gar- 
ments placed on a table in the parlor, 
letters written to friends and undertaker 
and then they loosed the folds of life's 
curtain. 

So far as is known the couple had no 
children nor relatives. That-the death of 
the couple was care.ully 
evident, the gas tubes having been tied | 
to the necks of both Arnow and his |! 
wife. 

Arnow had been for many years an in- 
surance collector, but, because of his 
age and infirmity, of late years had 
not been abie to do much, and had drift- 
ed from one company to another, being 
able to earn little. Poverty caused them 
to end their lives. 

The suicide was discovered by William 
Gruhan, a tenant on the second floor. 
The woman’s feet rested on a rung of the 
chair in which was seated her husband, 
while his feet rested on a rung of her 
chair. Mrs. Arnow held a Bible in her 
hands, the index finger of the right hand 
pointing to the passage of scripture 
quoted above. Mr. Arnow’s hands were 
clasped as in prayer. 

Mr. Gruhan lost no time in summoning 
the police, who in turn called an ambu- 
lance from St. John’s hospital. The sur- 
geon said the couple had been dead sev- 
eral hours. 
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On a table in the kitchen were found 
three letters, one addressed to Frederick 
Herbst, an undertaker at No. 687 Third 
avenue; another to Mrs. Josephine Oehl, | 
of No. 216 Palmetto street, and another 
to the owner of the house in which the 
couple lived. The letter to the under- 
taker contained the information that the 
old people were insured for $14). In- 
closed in the letter to Mrs. Oehl were | 
twenty-eight pawn tickets, representing | 
household effects pledged by the aged | 
couple during the last six months. Ar- 
now was indebted to Mrs. Oehl in the 
sum of $100. The property in pawn, Ar- 
now wrote, would more than settle the | 
debt. To the owner of the premises all | 
their household effects were left, they 
being in debt to him for seven months’ 
rent, and also for money borrowed from | 
him on several occasions. 

So that the undertaker should meet 
with no trouble in that respect, Arnow 
wrote the date of birth of himself and | 
wife. He also expressed a desire to | 
have the undertaker furnish a shroud | 
for him, his own clothes, he wrote, be- 
ing haraiy the proper thing. Mrs. Arnow 
was to be buried in the dress which she | 
wore on her wedding day, forty years 
ago, which was found on a table in the 
parior. 

Coroner Delap visited the house that 
night and issued a burial permit. Next | 
day the aged couple were buried side by | 
side in Lutheran cemetery.

The bay horse is quite badly cut across 
the head. 

The chemical will need repairs. 

The accident, as was stated in yester- 
day’s Constitution, occurred at the cor- 
ner of Auburn avenue and Pryor street 
at 1:15 o’clock yesterday morning while 
the chemical engine wag on its way to 
a fire on Collins street, 

The Collings Park and Belt railroad had 
torn up a portion of Pryor street at the 
intersection of Auburn avenue. The cen- 
ter of the street was open with the bare 
rails exposed. The west side of the etreet 
was blocked, and.on the east side there 
Was a passage just wide enough for a ve 
hicle to drive. Red lights were p!aced 
across the street, but in such a manner 
ag not to indicate exactly where the ex- 
cavations were. Driver Hardy thought 
| the two sides of the street were biocked 
Boer the center open, and he drove 
Straight ahead. 

Police Take a Hand. 

Yesterday morning Acting Chief of Po- 
lice Jennings took the matter in hand and 
after making a close investigation de- 
cided it was proper to makea case 
against the person who had charge of 
the work for the Collings Park and Belt 
railroad, and accordingly, Call Officer 
Garner served J. A. Emery with summons 
to appear in the recorder’s court this af- 
ternoon to answer to the charge of fail- 
ing to notify Chief Joyner of the exca- 
vations in the street, and also with not 
having the street properly lighted with 
danger signals. 

IKimery was seenb y a reporter of The 
Constitution and asked about the matter. 
He said: 

“It has always been our custom to 
notify Chief Joyner whenever we opened 
up a street.’’ 

“How about this particular place?’’ he 
was asked. 

‘“‘We have seen Chief Joyner,’”’ was the 
reply, ‘“‘and I think he _ properly under- 
Stands the situation and therefore I do 
not care to make any further statement.” 


Says He Was Not Notified. 


Chief Joyner says he was not notified of 
the excavation, 

“The company has failed several] times 
to rotify me,’’ said the cief. “If I had 
been notified of the street being torn up 
at the corner of Auburn avenue and Pry- 
Or street, the accident would not have 
happened last night.’’ 

Section 1173, under which the case was 
made against Emery, is as follows: 

“The workman in charge of each open- 
ing shall notify the chief or acting chief 
of the fire department of such opening, 
which is not to be closed before night, by 
2 o'clock p. m., daily, and shall also sce 
to it that every such opening is properly 
protected by lights at night to prevent in- 
juries to persons or property of persons 
traveling the street.”
